THE KAISER RESOLVED 1) WIN 


HE WILL STAKE ALLIN HIS POWER 
FOR THE ARMY BILL. 





A Significant Speech to the High Officers 
of the Guards—His Disappointment 
Over the Rejection of the Measure— 
Too Thoroughly Convinced of Its Ne- 
cessity to Allow It to be Finally De- 
feated—Sure of the Sympathy of Federal 
Princes, the People, and the Army. 


BERLIN, May 9.—After the review of the 
troops on the Tempelhofer Feld to-day, 
Emperor William commanded the highest 
officers of the Guards to gather round him, 
and addressed to them these words: 

“ Since we last met the situation created by 
the Army bill has shown peculiar changes. I 
could not look forward to the rejection of the 
bill. On the contrary, trusting to the patriot 
ism of the Reichstag, I hoped for the uncondl- 
tional acceptance of it. The result has catsed 
me deep disappointment and sorrow. I regret 
that the patriotic men who were in the minority 
did not succeed in defeating those who were in- 
different to the welfare of their country. During 
the last few days passionate words, which 
might better have remained unsaid among gen- 
tlemen, have been spoken. 

‘I was obliged to dissolve the Reichstag in 
the hope that the new Reichstag would pass the 
bil. Iam determined, in case this hope also be 
disappointed, to stake all in my power to obtain 
the enactment of the measure, for I am wo thor- 
oughly comvinced of its necessity as a guarantee 
of the peaee of Europe to aliow it to be fifally 
defeated 

“We are hearing much about the excitement 
of the masses just now. I do not think that the 
German people will allow themselves to be ex- 
cited by irresponsible meddiera. On the con- 
trary, I know that [amin sympathy with the 
Princes of the Federal States, the people, and 
the army. I thank you, gentlemen, for your 
loyal interest. My desire was to express to you 
my views concerning the bill, as I did when the 
bil was introduced.” 

The Emperor spoke slowly, pausing 
slightly after every sentence, and empha- 
sized all significant words, as if to direct 
attention to the seriousness of the situa- 
tion and the firmness of his resolution to 
win. The officers grouped round him list- 
ened in silence. 

The speech has caused a tightening of 
the general tension. It was printed, double 
leaded, by the Norddewische Aligemeine Zei- 
tung, and is this evening the sole topic of 
conversation throughout the city. The 
tendency of public opinion is toward the 
conviction that the Emperor is pointing 
straight for the goal of the Prussian reac- 
tionaries, and that he will not shun a con- 
flict with constitutionalism. 

Official assurance, however, was-.given to 


,@ correspondent this evening that the Em- 


peror did not wish his speech to be read as 
@ menace to the Reichstag or as a chal- 
lenge to conflict. The correspondent’s in- 
formant said: 

“On the contrary, his majesty desires the 
most scrupulous adherence to constitutional 


‘forms. He feels strongly, however, the urgent 


need of reforming the Reichstag. He cannot 
govern with a Reichstag split into ten political 


partisan agreements, majorities are constantly 
forming against the Government on vital issues. 
His Majesty does not wish to rule absolutely. 
He is willing to rule conditionally—even to 
allow the parliamentary majority a share in 
the Government—but what imperial Cabinet 
could work with Bebel, Lieber, and Richter? 
Not one of them has under his control a posi- 
tive working majority; not one of them can get 
together a majority combination. 

** Fow things would please the Emperor better 
than a consolidation of the parliamentary fac- 
tions into two or three large parties, with whom 
he would be able to reckon in dgtermining his 
policy. Then he would be happy to govern in 
harmony with the parliamentary majority.” 

Prince Bismarck’s Hamburger Nachrich- 
ten protests against stigmatizing as un- 
patriotic the deputies who voted against 
the Army bill. The majority, it says, dif- 
fered from the Government only as to the 
amount of the increase. The Freisinnige 
Zeitung, edited by Eugen Richter, says that 
since the time of Frederick William IV. 
the Parliament has not before been criti- 
cised on the parade ground, 

Rome, May 9.—It is quite evident that 
the German Government has not given up 
the idea of securing in some degree the 
support of the Centre or Clerical Party in 
its endeavors to secure ultimately the 
passage of the Army bill. 

Since the dissolution of the German 
Reichstag the negotiations between Herr 
von Bulow, Prussian Minister to the Vati- 
can, and Cardinal Rampolla, Papal Secre- 
tary of State, continue. The object of Herr 
von Bulow is to arrive at arrangements by 
which pressure from the Vatican will be 
exerted upon the German Catholic Bishops 
to the end of obtaining their support for 
the Government in the coming general 
elections for the Reichstag, in other words 
to have the mene, under directions from 
the Vatican, use their influence to have the 
Centre Party nominate and elect can- 
didates who will vote for the Army bill 
The Pope some time ago refused to inter- 
vene in the policy of the Centre Party and 
the outcome of the negotiations now under 
way is extremely problematical. 


DEATH OF A YALE STUDENT, 


He Had Rowed in the Harbor with His 
Class Crew on Thursday Last. 





NEwW-HAVEN, Conn., May 9.—A death of pecul- 
iar sadness 1s that of Cyrus Clarke Nolan, which 
took place at the Yale Infirmary at 3 o’clock 
this morning. He was one of the brightest and 
best-loved members of the junior class, and his 
sudden death has cast a shadow of gloom over 
the entire university. The sickness which 
caused his death was peritonitis, following 
upon an operation rendered necessary by ap- 
pendicitis, 

Mr. Nolan was taken ill last Thursday night, 
after having rowed all the afternoon in the har- 
bor with his class crew. He was taken to the 
Yale Infirmary Friday morning, and on Sunday 
Dr. Bull of New-York performed the oritical 
operation. His parents had been summoned 
from Chicago. His father—Jobn Nolan—arrived 


here yesterday with Dr. McArthur, a Chicago 
| a. At this time hope had been aban- 

oued, and, surrounded by his college friends, 
the young man sank rapidly away and died in a 
few hours. He was twenty-three years old and 
has a brother in the sopbomore class. 

The junior class met this morning, voted to 
wear a craps badge for thirty days, aud adopted 
resolutions appropriate to the occasion.

He had gone to the Heights to visit one 
of his sons. On his return he left the oar 
at Fremont Street. Passing behind the 
car, he stepped directly in front of the car 
which killed him. : 

NewakRK, N. J., May 9.—Harry Rosen- 
stein, aged 15, of Allen Street, New-York, 
was killed in Newark this evening by the 
collision of a Springfield Avenue electric 
street car with a wagon on which he was 
riding and which is owned by Isaac Jack- 
son, a tobacconist at 29 Canal Street, New- 
York The wagon was in charge of Mr.

OUBAN PATRIOTS NOT ORUSHED. 


Advices at Key West Are that 4,000 Well- 
Armed Men Are in the Field. 


Kzry WssT, Fla., May 9.—Great anxiety 
is felt here by the Federal officials, The 
Cuban expedition is expected to leave 
this vicinity in a short time. The Cubans 
here who have volunteered to fight for 
Cuba’s liberty are restless and anxious 
to embark. They number about 200 men, 
all of whom are armed with repeating 
rifles, and have an abundance of ammuni- 


tion. It is also said that 150 Cuban vol- 
unteers from Tampa will join the Key West 
expedition. 
he Collector of Customs on Monday tel- 

egraphed to the commanding officer of the 
cutter McLane at Cedar Keys to return 
immediately, as there was no Government 
vessel in port, and it was expected that the 
expedition was about ready to leave. Itis 
reported that a naval vessel has been or- 
dered here, but the authorities fear the fili- 
busters will sail before she arrives. The 
tilibusters would have availed themselves 
of the absence of the cutter if their ar- 
rangements could have been perfected. 
Every day brings recruits to the band. 

News from Cuba is to the effect that the 
insurgent forces number not less than 4,000 
well-armed men, many of whom have had 
previous experience and are operating in 
the mountainous section of the island. 

The arrival of the cutter McLane is anx- 
iously, awaited by the Federal ofticials. 








Drought Sufferers in Mexico. 


TORREON, Mexico, May 9.—The suffering and 
Gestruction among the lower classes of people 
of the States of Coahuila and Durango is much 
more severe now than at any time during the 
five years of drought. 

Six months ago there were a few heavy rains 
which filled the bed of the Nazos River and 
caused it to overflow its banks and inundate 
the great laguna country. Cotton and corn 
were planted, and forashort time there were 
good prospects of a bountiful crop. No more 
rain came, however, and the growing crops 
were burned up by the scorching sun. Cattle 
have died by the thonsand, and in the mining 
districts many mines have shut down for lack 
of water. Hundreds of suffering people have 
left their homes in the towns and cities and 
gone into the country, where they are living on 
the cucti maguy plants and the mesquite tree 
eens which flourish beat in times of extreme 
drought. 





Took Poison in the Denver Club and Died. 

DzNVER, Col., May 9.—J. H. Ernest Waters 
was to-day found dead in his room at the Den- 
ver Club. He died of poison, but whether with 


suicidal intent bas not yet been determined. 
Eleven months ago his wite died of poison, pre- 
sumably acoidentally taken. 

Waters was one of the best-known mining 
men in the West. For the past twelve years he 
managed the Sheridan-Mendota Mines, situated 
near Telluride, for a syndicate of British 
bankers living in Hongkong, China. He was 
an Englishman, and had accumulated a fortune 
of more than $500,000.

HONDURAS REVOLUTION ENDED. 


Crushing Dsfeat of Bonilla’s Followers in 
a Battle Last Thursday. 


NEW-ORLEANS, May 9,—The steamer 
Breakwater arrived Monday night from 
Puerto Cortez, Spanish Honduras, and her 
officers confirm the previous rumor of the 
collapse of the revolution of Polycarpo 
Bonilla. 

It was learned that the final battle, 
whieh virtually settled the conflict, oc- 
curred last Thursday, May 4, at Guebrabo- 
tize, asmall town some sixty miles from 
Yora. The town and State of Yora have all 
the while been the stronghold of the rebels, 
the most of the fighting being confined to 
that State and the adjoining one of 
Orlanchio. Upon every defeat the 
rebels would betake themselves to the 
mountain fastnesses of these districts 
for security and reinforcements. In this 
engagement at Guebrabotize the Govern- 
ment forces outnumbered the rebels, and 
by stealing upon them unawares complete- 
ly routed them, not only capturing all 
their supplies, but killing a number of 
them and capturing the rest. Only a few 
remained to convey the news to their com- 
panions at Yora. 

Immediately after the battle Bonilla dis- 
appeared in the interior mountains, leavy- 
ing the bulk of his tew remaining forces at 
Yora ina comparatively unprotected con- 
dition. The Government forces were on 
the march, when last heard of, to this 
er and by this time the place has no 

oubtt been taken and its inmates either 
routed or captured. 

It was learned that Vasquez, the actin 
Governor of Honduras, had commande 
Gen. Ordonez of the Govegnment troops to 
shoot the forty-two captives that were 
taken at the recapture of Truxillo by the 
Government forces, and to have them shot 
within twenty-four hours after he received 
the message. The courier who was to beat? 
this message from Puerto Cortez to Truxillo 
was seen by the ofticers of the Break- 
water just before sailing, and it was 
learned that the message to Gen. Or- 
donez called for the lives of these 
forty-two under penalty that if they 
were not shot Ordonez himself would be 
shot. These captives, the officers of the 
Breakwater feel assured, met their death 
on last Thursday. It is thought that when 
the news of their being shot reaches the 
other rebels in hiding consternation will 
seize upon them, and the result will be a 
general surrender of all who bore arms 
against the Government. 


A MILE IN THIRTY-FIVE SEOONDS. 


All Railroad Records Beaten by the Colum- 
bian Engine. 





BurraLo, May 9.—The new Columbian 
engine, No. 999, of the New-York Central, 
drew the Empire State Express from Syra- 
cuse to Buffalo to-day. East -of Syracuse 
the train had lost twenty-five minutes on 
account of a foaming boiler, and it left 
Syracuse twenty-three minutes late, leav- 
ing Rochester at 4:15, or twenty-eight 
minutes late. 

Engineer Hogan set out to make up part 
of this between Rochester and Buffalo, and, 
while it had not been intended to make 
any effort at special time, he broke 
all known records in covering that 
section of the road. The sixty-nine miles 
were traversed in sixty-eight minutes, 


without making allowance for the stop at 
Batavia. Between Looneyville and 
Grimesyille there is a level stretch 
of track for five miles, and over this 
distance the train rushed in three 
and a half minutes or at the rate 
of a mile in 42 seconds.

HURRIOANE IN NEW-HEBRIDES. 


The Sandwich Settlement Obliterated—Half 
of New-Caledonia Submerged. 


Sypnry, N. 8. W., May 9.—The mail 
brings details of a hurricane which swept 
the New-Hebrides. The whole settlement 
at the port of Sandwich was obliterated, 
and half of New-Caledonia was submerged. 

At Tchio the floods washed 10,000 tons of 


nickel ore into the sea and filled the mines 
with water and wreckage. 

The coffee plantations were swept clean. 
The natives are shelterless and destitute. 


ASTEAMER RUNS INTO A SOHOONER 


Fifteen Out of a Crew of Seventeen Res- 
cued and the Vessel Towed to Port. 








WHITEHEAD, N. &, May 9.—The steamer 
Havana, en route from Newfoundland via 
Sydney, when nine miles off Whitehead, col- 
lided with the schooner J. A. Silver of Lunen- 
burg, bound to Canso from the Banks. ‘The ac- 
cident ocourred about 9:30 Sunday night. 

The particulars are not known, but it is 
reported that the steamer saw the schooner’s 
atarboard light, but, through some confusion, 
she boarded her on the port side by the chain 
plates, cutting her in to the foremast, which 
put the schooner on her beam ends. Seventeen 
men were on board, some of whom were below. 
Twoofthe men who were asleep at the time 
are supposed to be in the forecastie. The 
others, by the help of the steamer’s boat, were 
rescued. 

The steamer took the vessel in tow and ar- 
rived at Whitehead at 5 o’clook P. M. yesterday, 
where the wreck now lies. Operations will be 
commenced for righting the wrecked schooner 
and recovering,i{f possible, the bodies of the 
two missing men, who proved to be George

The Dubose Impeachment Trial Begun. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 9.—The trial of 
Judge Julius J. Dubose of the Memphis Crim- 
inal Court was taken up in the State Senate, 
sitting as an impeachment court, this morning. 
The court is presided over by Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court L. J. Lea. 

Judge Dubose is accused of tyranny and cor- 
ruption in office. His answer makes a tiat de- 
nial of most of the charges, and on some he 
pleade the statute of limitations. A motion 
to quash is also entered on all the charges. 
The trial is likely to last at least ten days.

THE BIG GARDEN FOR SALE 


OUTOOME OF A STORMY MEET- 
ING OF THE STOOKHOLDERS. 








MISMANAGEMENT CHARGED BY MINORITY. 





The Madison Square Amusement Centre Not 
Satisfactory as Regards Profits, 





AN INVESTIGATION CHALLENGED. 





President Sturgis Held Enough Proxies 
so that He Did All the Voting for the 
Majority—James A. Bailey, an Active 
Member of the Minority—Net Earnings 
for Last Year Put at $2,900—The In- 
vestment Represents $4,000,000—Stock 
Bought at $75 Now Said to be Quoted 
at About $25. 


The man who has a few million dollars 
to invest can bay the great Madison Square 
Garden property. A committee of the 
stockholders is looking around for the pur- 
chaser with the best price to offer. 

This committee was appointed at the an- 
nual meeting of the stockholders, held in 
the Garden, yesterday afternoon. The de- 
cision to negotiate for the sale of the prop- 
erty, which represents an investment of 
$4,000,000, of which $2,000.000 is com- 
mon stock, and the other $2,000,000 is 
represented by guaranteed 6 per cent. 
bonds, was arrived at after the minority 
stockholders, representing about 7,000 of 
the 20,000 shares of common stock, bad 
demanded that a committee should be ap- 
pointed to examine the books and ac- 
counts. ’ 

It isan old fight, but the doings of all 
the meetings of the company, except that 
of yesterday, have been as carefully kept 
away from the public eye and ear as mute 
tongues and closed records could keep 
them. 

The Garden has not been profitable as an 
investment. The figures show that. Both 
the present management, representing the 
majority stockholders and bondholders,and 

the minority stockholders have their rea- 
sons to give why this has been so, and they 
gave them at the meeting yesterday. 

The Garden stock has a par value of $100. 
Nearly all of it was sold at $75. It never 
has paid a dividend. To-day the minority 
stockholders declare that the stock cannot 
be marketed at $20. With an investment 
of $4,000,000 they have long been demand- 
ing the reason for this. 

James A. Bailey, the cirous man, repre- 
senting hisown stock holdings, the hold- 
ings of the P. T. Barnum estate, and of 
other purchasers, has been a leader among 
the minority stockholders. He has long 
been charging that bad management was 
largely responsible for the present condi- 
tion of affairs. He has instanced an ex- 
travagant salary list, pointing particularly 
to the fact that Vice President and Manag- 
ing Director Wharton was getting $12,000 
a year, and others working under him pro- 
portionately large salaries, for which no 
adequate return was made. 

Mr. Bailey had much correspondence 
with the present Garden management, and 
in it fully recited his grievances as a stock- 
holder. This he had printed and sent to 
all the stockholders; with an appeal to 
them to be at the meeting yesterday and 
stand with him in demanding investigation 
and —- 

He stated that the.management was now 
under the control of a “ clique,” and that 
no dividends would ever be paid until a 
change was made, nor would the stock 
ever be restored to anything like a nominal 
figure. : 

The result of Mr. Bailey’s oppeah was a 
very large attendance at yesterday’s meet- 
ing and a union among the minority stock- 
holders said’ to represent at least 7,000 
shares. , 

Frank K. Sturgis, the President of the 
company, was there with proxies from 
Pierpont Morgan and others of the largest 
stockholders, which gave him so much 
power that it was unnecessary for any body 
to vote but him. lt was something of a 
surprise to the minority stockholders, 
though, when he advised the laying on the 
table of the motion for an investigation of 
the company’s affairs, supplemented it 
with a motion looking to the sale of the 

roperty, carried_ both of his motions by 
bis own vote, and incidentally annoucned 
that the twelve-thousand-dollar-a-year 
Vice President and Managing Director had 
been dropped from the pay roll. 

Mr. Bailey had addressed three letters to 
the stockholders. In them he pointed out 
the financial condition of the company, as 
shown by the books, to prove his conten- 
tion that a radical change was needed in 
the management. 

He said that he hadendeavored to secure 
by purchase of stock or otherwise an in- 
terest which would bring about a change; 
that he had offered to pay $30 a share fora 
eng! og, agae'y ag or to sell his holdings, 
for which he paid $75 a share, for $25 a 
share. ; 

He said he had neither been able to buy 
or sell at those tigures, however. 

All of his charges, it was stated, Mr. 
Bailey would be prepared to substantiate 
at yesterday's meeting, but President 
Stargis, with a bundle of proxies of such 
weight that whatever he said settled any 
question that might be raise’ spiked the 
guns of the battery from which it was in- 
tended to open fire on the present manage- 
ment by the proposition to sell the entire 
property. . 

There are about 200 stockholders in the 
Garden, and they include many of the 
wealthiest men of the city. About forty 
were at the meeting. Among them were 
President Sturgis, Managin Director 
Wharton, James A. Bailey, D. O. Mills, 
Simon H. Stern, who is Mr. Bailey’s coun- 
sel, and did the talking for the minority 
holders; William A. Haines, T. Heonr, 
French, Alexander Taylor, William 
Gulliver, who is the counsel for the present 
management; Joseph Agostini, Theodore 
b. Starr, and Joseph 8. Auerbach. 

The minutes of the last annual meeting 
having been read, the report of Treasurer 
James T. Woodward was called for. Mr. 
Woodward was not there, nor had he sent 
in a signed report, as the by-laws required. 
He had turned over to President Sturgis 
statements from his accounts, which Mr. 
Sturgis proposed to read in lieu of the reg- 
ular report. , : 

To this Simon H. Stern objected, unless 
it was understood that the statements were 
to be accepted as the Treasurer’s report, 
and so become the property of the meeting. 
This was agreed upon. | 

After President Sturgis had read the 
financial statements, Mr. Stern got the 
floor and said: ; 

**T want to offer a resolution, Lam aware 
of the futility of trying to recollect even 
the totals of financial statements such as 
have been read tous. Asthey have been 
read, however, it has been evident that 
these figures would be extremely interest- 


ing if considered in detail qnd thoroughly 
understood by the ssockholders for whose 
information they have been prepared. 

“In order that we may all get such an 
jt forsee I move that all the papers 
and statements which we have nesepted as 
the Treasurer's report shall be referred to 
a committee of five, to report to the stock- 
holders at an adjourned. meeting of this 
meeting, to be held in thirty days, and 
that the committee’ has power to examine 
all the books and papers of ‘this company.” 

‘* You know that the vote must be taken 
on the shares of stock,” interrupted Presi- 
dent Sturgis, waving his proxies. 

“ Certainly, if that is what the by-laws 
say,” answered Mr. Stern. ‘ But to go on. 
It is apparent from the reading of the state- 
ments thatfor the fiscal year ending April 
30, 1893, the earnings of this enterprise 
have been but $2,900. Itisa well-known 
fact that by the loss on the recent flower 
show the earnings of that year have been 
about swept out. 

“We have a capital of $4,000,000, in- 
vested in bonds and stock. That profit of 
$2,900 is so insignificant that it is alarm- 
ing to those to whom profit is of some im- 

ortance. I believe there are gentlemen 

olding stock in this company to whom 
profit is too gross a thought for them to 
worry over it. 

“ There is no use disguising the fact that 
there is a clique in this company which is 
running things as it pleases, and intends to 
doso. Mr. Bailey, and the rest of us who 
are not fortunate enough to be in the clique, 
have seen this property go to the dogs. 

“I do not know what you can get for 
this stock to-day. I understand it was 
worth $65 a share when the present man- 
agement took hold. The last sale I know 
of, before the panic struck us, was at $25, 
and it had to be bought in by the very 
holdérs who put it up at auction. They 
tell me that pf @ bona fide sale could 
not be made at $20. 

“* Because wo" happen to be in the ma- 
ority, with Mr. Sturgis and his proxies, it 
oes not preclude the possibility of the idea 

of the minority having a chance to be 
heard. I urge upon the stockholders the 
appointment of the finvestigating commit- 
tee, as provided for in my motion.” 

President Sturgis took the floor as soon as 
Mr. Stern had tinished. He talked with his 
bundle of proxies in his hand, and slapped 
them ‘down on the table whenever he had a 
particularly strong point to make, 

“The original property,” said he, ‘‘the 
real estate, cost $400,000. This was sub- 
scribed for by afew gentlemen. In order 
to market stock the gentlemen who sub- 
scribed the money for the real estate pur- 
chase gave up whatever original claim 
they might be supposed to have on the real 
estate. 

“The plans of our architects, McKim, 
Mead & White, said that it would cost 
$1,125,000 to put up our building. This 
sum was afterward increased to $1,200,000 
by their putting in a bill for a fee of 
$75,000, 

“Before the ink was really dry on our 
contract for this building the company 
was really, therefore, $75,000 in debt. 
When the work was done there had been 
spent $450,000 above the amount for the 
cost as provided for. 

“We raised $500,000. We owed $450,- 
000. On April 30, 1891, we had about 
$50,000 in bank. We had no working 
capital. Our earnings depended on the 
rentals we should get. We had two ways 
of getting rent, by getting tenants to pay 
outright, and by taking a share of the pos- 
sible profits of an entertainment. 

“The fiscal year ending April 30, 1891, 
was seven weeks short. e paid all our 
obligations, but lost $18,000. For the year 
ending April 30, 1892, the business was 
bad. e lost money in the Summer be- 
cause we could not rent our great amphi- 
theatre. Tenants would not take it at the 
rent of $1,000 a day. So we had to make 
different arrangements with them, on the 
basis of a division. We lost that year 
$16,000. 

“Now, the business for the last year, 
leaving out this flower show, which does 
not go in last year’s account and on which 
we lost about $2,000, was $39,000 more 
than the year before. But there were 
things to otfset that. . 

“The taxes were largely increased. The 
Commissioners wanted to assess us for 
$3,000,000. I got them to reduce it to 
31,100,000, telling them that in Europe 
such a place of public resort as this would 
be subsidized instead of taxed. 

“ Investigation is a thing which I shall 
be delighted to have, for, by Heaven, 
everything has been right! Under our by- 
laws the resolution for an investigiting 
committee must be passed by a majority of 
stock. [ hold that majority of stock by 
proxy,” and President Sturgis slapped the 
table with the bundle. | 

“I will have the appointing of the inves- 
tigating committee,” and President Sturgis 
slapped the table again. 

*T will appoint on the committee men 
whom I think will best serve the company’s 
interests. It will not be child’s play for 
the members, I assure you. 

‘The horse show has been a good tenant 
for us, and we have just signed a contract 
with it on a 50 per cent. division basis for 
the next five years. We have. made ar- 
rangements fora great vaudeville enter- 
tainment to run all Summer, and before it 
starts Seidl’s orchestra will give concerts, 
and we hope that they will pay. 

** We have also arranged for the greatest 
industrial art exhibition that has ever 
been held on this continent to be held in 
the Gardenin October. These thing are all 
on the 50 per cent. division basis. 1| simply 
mention them to give you anideaas to what 
we may look to for earnings. 

** Now, real estate men have told me that 
this property can be sold to-day for $3,000,- 
000. That would pay all your bonds at 
par and give your stockholders $40 on the 
share. It is wiser for you’ to sell your 
property, pay your bondholders, and then 
take $40 a share on the stock: you hold 
thanto take the course which is proposed. 
Bett r drop the thing altogether in that 
waye 

“Would you be willing to have that 
done?” asked Mr. Stern, who was very 
much surprised by Mr. Sturgis’s statement, 
as was every body else. : 

“TY would,” answered President Sturgis, 
slapping the table with Ais controlling 
proxies. “I will offer a resolution as an 
amendment to your resolution that this 
body appoint a committee of five to pro- 
ceed at once to get the best offer for tho 
sale of this property and report to this 
meeting thirty days from to-day.” : 

**T second that motion,” said Mr. Bailey. 
There was no need of anybody voting 

but Mr. Sturgis, as his vote settled every- 
thing. So he moved to lay the motion for 
the appointment of the investigating com- 
mittee on the table, and the motion was 
seconded. 

Mr. Sturgis so voted. 

Then Mr. Sturgis’s motion for the ap- 
pointment of the committee to arrange for 
a sale was put, and Mr. Sturgis cast his 
vote again, and the motion was carri 
Mr. Sturgis then stated that he had been 
given the proxies which he had voted with 
the understanding that the present Board 
of Management was to be re-elected, so he 
voted again, and re-elected himself and his 
fellow-Directors. 

He stated, however, that he had said to 
Mr. Stern that he intended to use his influ- 
ence to see that a vacancy was created in 
the board as soon as possible, and that it 
should be filled by a representative of the 
minority stockholders. : 
President Sturgis named as the commit- 
tee to secure the best purchase price on 
the property D. O. Mills, Joseph Agos- 
tini, Theodore B. Starr, Joseph 8S. Auer- 
bach, and himself. Mr. Mills and Mr. 
Agostini did not want to serve, but Mr. 
Sturgis appealed to them to do s0, saying 
that he only wanted their advice and 
would do all the work himself, and they 
consented. 

Then the meeting adjourned. 

Mr. Sturgis had stated that real estate 
men had told him that the Garden could be 
sold for $3,000,000. Mr. Bailey and Mr. 
Stern were very skeptical about this. The 
baiting stands on thirty city lots. . 

“I will not purchase the sre fi said 
Mr. Bailey. ‘‘ Further than that I care to 
say nothing until the meeting of June 9. 
I stood ready, and do stand ready, to prove 
my charges that there has been gross ma 
management of the property; As a stock- 
holder I want reform there.”

Now that the smoke of battle is begin- 
ning to clear away and the excitement is 
subsiding, many remarkable experiences 
of speculation and investment in Cordage 
are being narrated, not only on the Street, 
but in clubs and drawing rooms.

The famous amateur circus of 
three years ago is still talked of as one of 
be great social events in New-York so- 
ciety. 

Mr. Waterbury is the President of the 
Country Club, and, in fact, practicaily 
owns that establishment.

THEY HAVE TO KEEP POSTED. 





fhe General Electric Company Retains 
Counsel for the Coming Fight with the 
Westinghouse People—Engineer Knight 
Wants to Know How the Westing- 
house People Knew the Plans Submit- 
ted Were Similar—Friction Expected 
Over New Patents. 


Boston, May 9.—Niles & Carr of Lynn have 
‘Deen retained as counsel by the General Elec 
‘tric Company in the suit brought by the West 
inghouse Company, and it is said that there 
will be no delay in filing an answer to the bill in 
equity, which the Westinghouse Company filed 
in Saleni, Mass. 

W. H. Knight, engineer of the railway depart- 
mont of the ‘General Electric Company, for 
whose arrest it is said a warrant has been is- 
sued, says: 

“Ithas been stated that the Westinghouse 
people found certain Westinghouse prints in 
their search through our officea, This is abso- 
lutely untrue. They did haye a search insti- 
tuted, and a print was found which we did not 
recognize as one of ours, nor could it be identi- 
fied by Mr. Schmidt, the Chief Engineer of the 
the Westinghouse Company, as one of theirs. 

“* Hundreds of prints are received and sent 
out of these works every day, and I told them, 
of course, that there might be Westinghouse 
prints amongthem. Itis necessary for us to 
keep as well posted as we can, as our patents 
are being continually infringed, and when they 
are we desire to know it. However, the sup- 
position that we obtained information of this 
character in any but a perfeotly lawful manner 
is absurd in the extreme. 

* As to the warrants, I have heard nothing of 
them except what the newspapers have stated. 
I would like to know how they knew that our 
plans for the Niagara contract were so nearly 
like theirs. By what peculiar method did they 
gain acoess to our planst”’ 

The General Electric Company has very re- 
cently been granted patents covering the trol- 
ley system of propelling electric cara, which 
may; in time, tend to increase the intensity of 
the tight between that company and the West- 
inghouse concern. The patents were issued by 
the United States Patent Office at Washington 
on April 11, and are upon the inventions of the 
late Charlies J. Van Depoele. The patents are 
certainly a valuable acquisition to the General 

‘Electric Company, inasmuch as they give that 
corporation acomplete monopoly of the eleotric- 
car business until new inventions are produced 
which will do away entirely with the trolley 
and overhead wire. 

Previous to the issuance of these patents the 
General Electric Company owned patents upon 
the old trolley system covering practically 
everything in use up to the time, in 1887, when 
Mr. Van Depoele invented the system now in 
general use. These patents covered only the 
original trolley, which ran on top of the over- 
head wire. The patents just issued, two in 


number, are upon the pole, wheels, springs, and 
switches, comprising what is technically known 
as the “ under running trolley,’”’ where the arm 
which is to conduct the electricity from the 
wire to the motor is pressed upward against the 
wire. The case has been in litigation for months, 
to determine to whom the invention belonged, 
a company at Elmira, N. Y., being the defendant. 
In speaking of the matter this morning, E. N. 
-Bently, Superintendent of the patent depart- 
went of the General EKleotric Company, said: 
*« Phe features embodied in these patents are in 
use on every electric railway in the United 
States, and we shall at once take steps to pro- 
tect our rights, Witnin two days we have 
brought suit against the New-Haven and West 
Haven Road, at New-Haven, Conn., and more 
may be brought soon. We have no fear, how- 
ever, that we shal! be troubled by companies of 
any standing. They are not the ones usually 
caught infringing upon the patents of other 
people. Our greatest trouble will come from 
small companies thet spring ae suddenly, and 
ae suddenly go out of business. When they start 
they Intend to continue only about a year at the 
outside, and before we can get at them they 
have either gone out of business or have 
changed their name, 

* kven before these patents were granted the 
Westingaouse Company had absolutely no ex- 
euse for infringing upon the invention of Mr. 
Van Depoele. Of course, it was au easy matter 
for them to get the plans, as it is easy for any 
compauy to get the plans of another. The 
goods are put upon the market, s0 there can be 
no seeret about their manufacture. It is the 
g%me in this present trouble between the Weat- 
ingbouse and the General Electric companies. 

| have ue doubt that our people have in the 
oilice plaus of many of the articles manufact- 
ured by the Westinghouse. That does not sig- 
nify that they were stolen. I do not think that 
the Westinghouse Company will attempt an in- 
fringement of our patente after this, but I have 
no doubt thatthe:r roads will be equipped by 
these other companies I have wentioned.”’

“Will you deny or affirm Mr. Rice’s asser-

EXOITING FIRE AT UTIOA. 


Women Clerks of J. B. Wells, Son & Co. 
Taken Out of the Windows. 


Utica, N. Y., May 9.—One of the moat dis- 
astrous fires that has visited Utica for a pum- 
ber of years occurred this morning. At 10 
e’clock &@ young man entered the store of J. B. 
Wells, Son & Co. and made purohases in the 
gentlemen's furnishing department, situated at 
one of the main entrances to the store. As he 
turned to leave, he drew acigar from his pocket 
and struek a match for the purpose of lighting 
it. Aspark flew into the mosquito netting cov- 
ering the goods. Instantly the netting took 


fire. Before it could be tern down, the fire had 
communicated to other goods, and the whole 
department, containing celluloid aud other 
goods of a very combustible nature, was ablaze. 
Laces, silks, and other light goods hung about 
the store, and in less than two minutes the 
whole interior was ablaze. Hand grenades and 
other extinguishers at hand proved useless. 
The clerks, elghty in number, of whom the ma- 
jority were women and girls, were panic-strick- 
en. Several of them fainted and were dragged 
out of the smoke and fire by their asseciates. 
In the carpet department, on the second floor 
of the building, three women were at work and 
did not know of the fire until their only way of 
exit was shut off by the flames. Rushing to the 
windows, they were on the point of jumping, 
but were restrained by the shouts of the muliti- 
tuce gathered in the street below. Ladders ar- 
rived in time and the women were removed by 
the firemen. 
One of the young woman cashiers stopped 
long enough to gather up her cash and rushed 
from the rear cutrance with her hair ablaze. A 
man Was rescued from the second stery by pil- 
ing up dry goods boxes to a point within a few 
feet of a window. In a score of instances clerks 
and others were painfully but not severely 
burned. 
One of the clerks attempted to give the alarm 
by telephone, but was so frightened as to be 
speechless. The store is divided into two parts, 
connected with each other by arches. With 
startling rapidity the flames leaped from one 
department to another, swallowing up every- 
thing in their way, and before the last clerk 
had gotten out, the whele was in a mass of 
fiame that shot through the skylights and drove 
the ocoupants out of the office above. 
The store was one of the largest dry goods 
houses in Central New-York, and had been es- 
tablished over haifa century. The stock was 
valued at $275,000, and was gorse ruined. 
There was an insurance of $107,000 on the 
stock and $28,000 on the building and fixtures. 
The fire was extinguished after a sharp fight of 
twenty-two winutes. 
The offices on the floor above, occupied by Al- 
fred C. Coxe, Judge of the United States court; 
by C. M. Dennison, United States Commissioner, 
and by ex-District Attorney W. A. Matteson 
and Others, were damaged by smoke and water. 
Frenk MovVall’s clothing store, adjoining the 
Weils store, sustained damage to the extent of 
about $5,000 to stock and fixtures. Most of the 
boeks and business papersin the Wells store 
were preserved.

missions Than at the Centennial—Catho- 
lic Knights Day at the Fair—The Sons 
of Vermont Ready to Dedicate Their 
Building To-Day—Banguect to Visitors 


from the Green Mountain State by 


Vermonters Living in Chicago. 


Curcaco, May 9.—To-day'’s warm weather 
bro ught the largest crowd yet to the exposition. 
Up to date 8,873 more persons havo paid for ad- 
mission here than at the Centennial To-day’s 
programme included exercises by the Catholio 
Knights of America, thie being their “day” at 
the fair. Outside of this the time of those not 
engaged in sight-seeing was ocoupied in the 
meetings of the World's Fair officials, of the 
National Commission, and the orchestral con- 
certs in Music Hall and band concerts in the 
Agricultural Building morning and afternoon. 
Sons and daughters of the Green Mountain 
State to the number of several hundred gath- 
ered in the Hotel Endeavor to-night, the occa- 
sion being a reception to all New-Englanders in 
general and to the Vermont members of the 
New-England Press Association in particular. 
As the Endeavor Hotel is strictly a temperance 
institution, not even the traditional apples and 
hard cider—or the oider, at least—could be 
served, and the banquet which followed the re- 
ception was of the cold-water variety. It was 
a merry affair, however, and neither trouble 
nor money was spared to make it an enjoyable 
occasion. Besides the Press Association and the 
members of its party, there were present the 
Governor of Vermont and his staff, many prom- 
nent men from the Green Mountain State, and 
anumber of distinguished guests connected 
with the World’s Fair. 

The banquet was an elaborate affair, and when 
the cloth had been removed and the cigars 
lighted, President L. H. Bisbee of the Chicago 
Sons of Vermont delivered a formal speech of 
welcome, in which he referred to the love which 
Vermonters, no matter how far away, bore to 
their native State. He said that every true son 
of Vermont would keep open house during the 
World’s Fair; for the entertainment of his 


brethren of the old Commonwealth, and he 
urged that the State should send large delega- 
tions to the big show. 
Col. H. E. Parker of the Bradford inion re- 
sponded to the toast, “The Vermont Press As- 
sociation,” and Editor Grout of the Newport 
Express spoke for the ‘* Worid’s Columbian Ex- 
position.” A number of exposition chiefs of 
departments were heard from in respouse to 
toasts, and then Goy. Levi K. Fuller responded 
to “ Vermont in the Civil War.”’ A. N. Water- 
man spoke for “‘ Vermonters Abroad,” Col. J.

‘ NEW-YORK FRUITS AND WILNES, 


Her Pomological and Viticultural Exhibits 
at the Fair. 


CuHIcaGo, May 9.—The New-York pomological 


the Herticultural Building, is under the control 
and direction of Mr. George T. Powell of Ghent, 
Columbia County, who is a Director in the 
New-York Farmers’ Institute. Mr. Powell is 
thoroughly conversant, of course, with the 
fruit exhibit which the State is making at the 
World's Fair, and, making proper allowance for 
his natural pride in the showing of his own 
State, his description of the exhibit and ais 
deductions of the results which it will accom- 
plish are worth something. Said Mr. Powell; 

“New-York State has 500 square feet more 
space for its pomological exposition than any 
other State, notexcepting California. Its dis- 
play of apples, grapes, pears, strawberries, 
cranberries, and other fruits is, in my opinion, 
superior to that of any other State. The pomo- 
logical displays of California, Llinois, the 
Southern States, Camada, and the Eastern 
States are the leading ones here, and they are 
practically complete, except as to certain fruits 
not now in season, That being the case, an op- 
portunity is already presented for comparison 
of the qualities of the various displays. The 
pomologist will find that though the New-York 
fruit may be in some cases inferior in size and 
color to the Western and Canadian fruit, it is 
immensely superior in flavor. The Western 
apples may make a better appearance on the 


table, but it is the palate which fruit is grown 
to satisfy, and to that extent New-York has 
nothing to fear. 

‘*The Western fruit is large, but owing to the 
extreme richness of the soil it is pulpy and 
deficient in flavor. Western fruit is to New- 
York fruit what the mammoth California 
oranges are to those of Messina or Florida 
They do not possess the delicate qualities 
whioh after all are the ones which establish su- 
premacy. Much of the Western fruitis fit only 
tor cider purposes, andeven then the cider is 
inferior to that made from New-York fruit. 
“This competition demonstrates that New- 
York enjoys soil and climate favorable to the 
growth of superior fruit, but, more than that, it 
specifically illustrates the point to which art in 
fruit culture has been attained by her growers. 
Ic further demonstrates a very important thing 
to my mind, namely, that the time has come 
when New-York and the other Kastern States 
should realize that for soil and glimatic reasons 
they should devote their greatest energies to fruit 
culture and surrender the growing of cereals to 
the West. The West has facilities superior to 
ours for wheatand corn. [donot think there 
is. any chance for us te compete with it. There 
is, however, nodoubt of our superiority as a 
fruit-growing section, and this exposition will 
do much to cause us to realize that the attempt 
to grow cereals on anything like a big scaice 
is simply a division of our energies, which, it 
concentrated on fruit culture, would result in 
unlimited development and supremacy, . 
“Tye value of cold storage for the preserva- 
tion ef fruits ie one ef the results demonstrated 
by this pomological showing. New-Yorg, though 
net the only State which has availed herself of 
it, is the only one‘which has met with marked 
success in its use. Cold storage for preserving 
fruit is a comparatively recent achievement, 
ond it has never befere been brought to the per- 
fection it enjoys at Chicago. We are the only 
State which shows grapes in their natural state 
in —< eondition. We have a large quantity 
of Dianas and Catawbas which are ip as good 
condition as when plucked last Fall. Their ap- 
pearance and flavor are absolutely intact. We 
are likewise the only State which shows pears 
gathered last Fall and green yet, needing only 
to be left standingin warmth a few days to 
ripen and respond to the taste with thoir natural 
and delicious flavor, We have fifty plates of 
these pears of tine varieties. They and the 
other fruit were held in cold storage for six 
months at &® temperature of 33°, and the un- 
questioned success of the method asa pre- 
servative is, to my mind, one of the wonders of 
the exhibition. The other States—notably the 
Western States—you will notices, show hundreds 
of jars containing specimens of their fruit in 





presorvation. We make no such showing. Our

@ natural way. It is asurprise to experts to see 
how well the flavoris preserved, and Ruropeans 
express astonishment, coming over here in May, 
to find the fruitin such fine condition so long 
out of its season. 

“Inapples we show 110 of the Winter and 
late Fall varieties. All are in a very perfects 
condition. We have the greatest variety of any 
State, and among the best are the Newtown 
Pippins from the Hudson River Valley, which 
are superior in size, color, and flavor to any- 
thing on exhibition; the Pound Sweet, a very 
popular old variety, which is shown fully five 
Months past its season, and the Tompkins 
County King, which is also exhibited in large 
questy. and is one of the most popular apples 
shipped from New-York. We chow 300 vVari- 
eties of gooseberries, and our strawberry dis- 
piny will be one which I think New- Yorkers 
will be proud of. Ido not want to state now 
what we will doin strawberries, as there is the 
liveliest competition as to small fruits {in season 
to see which State can make the best show, but 
I promise our people & surprise, and that New- 
York will not be behind on this point. 

** As soon as the fruit becomes discolored it is 
replaced by other fruit of ita kind, and the dis- 
plays of fruitain season have not yet begun, so 
that the pomologica) as well as the fleral show 
will be one which changes and will present sur- 
prises almost daily. We will, for instance, have 
a very fine display of peaches, which will be 
superior to even those of Maryland and Dela- 
ware. 

“One of the minor results of our exhibit is a 
‘showing of the use of fungicides; in which New- 
York undoubtedly takes the lead, and in which 
it will teach a lesson to the entire country. 
Within the last four years experiments have 
been made which, in their effects, will revolu- 
tionize fruit culture. The apple seab, a fungous 
attack on fruit, ruins it, The germ propagated 
by it makes the fruit worthless. The fungiciae 
destroys the germ, and this distinct gain to 
fruit culture will be fully set forth by New- 
York for the benefit of other growers. 

“Our shipping facilities to the English and 
other Europesn markets will be clearly demon- 
atrated. In short, New-York is going to demon- 
strate to our country and to Europe that she is 
pre-eminently a hortioultural State. The fine 
quality of herfruit will be thoroughly tested 
and made public in reports in order that an in- 
creased demand for fruit in all its forms—green, 
evaporated, and canned—may be breught about. 
This will mean a largely inoreased acreage de- 
voted to horticulture, and, as I said before, the 
results of this show will be yy 4 valuable at 
this time, as the bread, meat, and heavier prod- 
ucts are produced at the West, and farming on 
those lines has been a difficult competition. 

‘The special lesson tanght our —— by this 
exhibit isto avoid as much as possible those 
lines of competition, since the West has a richer 
soil for those crops and for stock raising, whiie 
New-York soil for all time will be valuable for 
raising the more delicate produots of the earth. 
That is clearly shown here and by the fact that 
our orchards bear for seventy years, while the 
maximum life of Western orehards is twenty.” 

New-York’s viticultural display is under the 
superintendeney of Mr. George O. Snow of Pen 
Yan. It is separate from the fruit exhibits. 
New-York has 800 feet of space for wines and 
brandies, and this territory is very well taken 
up. There are fifteen winemakers represented 
in the collective exhibit shown by the State olfi- 
cially, and there are five others who show as in- 
dividuals. There are thirteen makers repre- 
sented in the collective exhibit of brandies. In 
cider brandy New-York enjoys the distine- 
tion of having within her confines makers 
who are among the hest in the United 
Btates. In champagnes also she lays 
claim‘o supremacy, and her efforts are directed 
to bringing American wines tothe front. Her 
exhibitors will try to show the French and the 
Germans, especially the former, that America 
can produce wines as good in all respects, ex- 
cept as to age, as the best European brands, 
and New-York is making a special effort to 
show thatthe time is past when to satiafy the 
demands of Americans foreign lables are put on 
native wine. 

The New-York wine and brandy exhibit was 
the only one completed on the —- — In 
sparkling and dry wines the State admits no 
superior, although in sweet wines she does not 
claim so mucb. Unlike the pomological and 
floricultural exhibits, the general viticultural 
show is very backward, so that the opportuni- 
ties for comparing the wine products of New- 
York State with those of other States are not 
yet fully presented. Mr. Snow has no doubt, 
however,that, in respect of flavor and clearness, 
New-York will be found far teward the front in 
wines, in the face of the fact that her output of 
grapes last year was but 85,000 tons, which 
does not compare with the output of California. 

“ We propose to show,"’ Mr. Snow said, “ that 
New-York, even though she has no great extent 
of grape products, excelsin their culture by 
the employment of the most advanced methods. 
We will demonstrate our metheds. We will 
have Winter specimens of grape vines on trel- 
lises in the nuraery grounds. We show all our 
plans for pruning, grafting, and training the 
vine, which are different from those in other 
States. We will take the vines from the ground 
in New-York and transplant them here, and we 
have no doubt of our ability toteach the peo- 
ple of other States something new in grape 
culture, and open their eyes again, as we did 
when we brought fresh Dianas and Catawbas 
here in cold storage. I doubt if there is any- 
thing either in agriculture or floriculture which 
New-York lacks, and I would like to say that 
never before has she demonstrated her great 
capabilities in farming as she has at this expoal- 
tion in Chicago. 





TWO FRUIT JUDGES APPOINTED. 


Awards Must Be Ratified by All Judges in 
the Hortgcultural Exhibit. 


Cuicaco, May 9.—John Boyd Thacher, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Awards of the Na- 
tional Commission, to-day appointed L. Wolver- 
ton of Canada and E: F. Babeoox of Little Rook, 
Ark., to judge the apples and pears exhibited in 
the pomological section of the Horticultural 
Building. Asa consequence, tho New-York as 
well as other fruit exhibitors are putting on 
their best bib and tucker, and the display of 
apples, pears, and grapes out of seasonis now 
the best the exposition will see. 

George T. Powell of New-York, Superintend- 
ent of that State’s pomological show, and L. A. 
Goodman of Missouri are a& committee on 
nomenclature, and are getting the fruit in readi- 
ness for the judges, who will begin testing the 
displays for points Wednesday or the day after. 
In the common nomenclature they found that 
the apples particularly were incorrectly named. 
They discovered in one case three different va- 
rieties on a plate of four apples, when ali the 
fruit on the plate should have been ofone and 
the some variety. 

The two judges of fruit are the only ones yet 
appointed, except two of flowers. There will be 
between 600 and 700 judges of all departments 


in the exposition, 95 per cent. of whom will nos 
be appointed before July 1. The fruit judges 
willnete the points of excellence, and their 
decisions must be ratified by all the judges of 
the various species in the horticultural exhibit 
before they are announced, so that it will not 
be known for some time yet whether New-York 
takes the prize of morit among other States, or 
who the individual exhibitors are who will 
reeeive awards. 

There is little doubt that New-York will bear 
off the palm in pomaceous fruits. Her display 
is avery fine one Her exbibit is housed in

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CONTINUANCE OF THE DEBATE 
ON THE IRISH HOME RULE. BILL. 


Features of the Contest Against the First 
Clause—An Amendment Inserting the 
Words “Subordinate to Parliament” 
Voted Down, 292 to 257—Denounced by 
Mr. Gladstone as a Slight to the Irish 
Legislature—A Parnellite Motion to Call 
the Irish Body a Parliament. 


Lonpon, May 9.—The House of Commons re- 
sumed its session to-day as a Committee of the 
Whole on the Irish Home Rule bill. Mr. G. OC. T. 
Bartley, Conservative M. P. for North Isling- 
ton, moved to insert the words ‘‘ subordinate to 
Parilament” in the firat clause of the bill, so as 
to make the clause read: ‘‘On and after the 
appointed day thore shall be in Ireland a Legis- 
lature subordinate to Parliament,” &o. 

Prime Minister Gladstone said that Mr. Bart- 
ley’s motion implied a disbelief in the assur- 
ances of the Government, and therefore over- 
stepped the bounds of Parliamentary rules. The 
Chairman decided that the words were admissi- 
ble, and Mr. Gladstone thereupon denounced 
the amendment as obviously intended to passa 
slight upon the Irisn Legislature, and as imply- 
ing distrust of that Legislature on the part of 
Parliament 

After considerable debate the amendment 
‘Was rejected by a vote of 292 to 257. 

William Redmond, Parnellite, moved that the 
Irieh Legislative Assembly be called a Parlia- 
ment instead of Legislature. 

Mr. Gladstone opposed the motion on the 
ground that the paramount assembly ought to 
be called a Parliament, as distinguished from 
the body to which the Parliament delegated 
certain powers, 

Mr. Labouchtre, leader of the Radicals, re- 


marked that, while not regarding names, but 
things, he knew that Irish sentiment would be 
gratified if the assembly in Dublin were called 
a Parliament. He therefore advised the Prime 
Minister to accept the amendment. The vote 
against the amendment was 466 to 40. 

r. William Saunders, Liberal M. P. for New- 
ington Walworth, who showed a disposition to 
Yote against the second reading of the Irish 
Home Rule bill, but finally voted with his party. 
is about to retire from Parliamentin deference 
to the wishes of his constituents, who are dis- 
pleased with his course.

MR. COUDERT’S ARGUMENT ENDED. 


A Compliment frém Baron de Courcel, 
President of the Tribunal. 


Paris, May 9.—Mr. F. R. Coudert, of counsel 
for the United States, concluded his argument 
to-day before the Bering Sea Tribunal of Arbi- 
tration. 

He narrated the history of pelagic sealing, 
and showed that since the adoption of the 
modus vivendi the pelagic sealers had inereased 
their demands. He quoted statements from the 
counter-case of Great Britain, which, he argued, 
virtually confirmed his contention that pelagic 
sealing Was gradually destroying the seal spe- 
cies, andhe read and commented on the evi- 
dence of London furriers showing that, while 
the seal catch at the Pribilof Islands was 
chiefly of males, the seals captured by the pela- 
gic hunters were chiefly females. 

In support of his argument as to the danger 
of the compiete extinction of seal life, Mr. Cou- 
dert quoted from Prof. Huxley and other nat- 
uralists and scientists. He contended that the 
modus vivendi entered into by the United States 
and Great Britain was a temporary abdication 
of the American rights which the United States 
eonfidently left the Tribunal of Arbitration to 


uphold. In dealing with the question of dam- 
ages advanced by Great Britain, Mr. Coudert 
said thatthe British claims with respect to a 
prospective catch were untenable. 

When Mr. Coudert had finished his speech, 
Baron de Courcel, the President of the tribunal, 
said to him: , 

**You have captivated our attention by a re- 
markable display of talent. We have to thank 
you for the great ability, liveliness, and humor 
with which you have carried us over what 
would otherwise have been a rather dreary 
tield of questions of fact. Allow me to add 
that, as a Fronchiman, I have been happy to see 
shiue in your manner some of the best charac 
teristics of the French nation.”

WORKING THE HANDICAP HORSES. 


Leonawell Does a Mile and a Quarter in 
2:11 Filat—The Dwyer Entries. 


Yesterday morning was an ideal one for working 
the horses engaged for the Brooklyn Handicap. 
Three of the horses engaged in this event worked 
their trials over the Gravesend track yesterday in 
the presence of their owners. 

Charade was the first of the trio to make his ap- 
pearance with his owner, Mr. Jones, and trainer. 
The horse’s beautiful black glossy coat shone out 
like a piece of silk as he went the circuit of the track 
in his preliminary gallop. He was carefully rubbed 
down and then broke away from the six-furiong pole. 
He accomplished the Handicap distance in 2:14, 
pulling up sound and well, and without being pushed 
or hurried in any way. Thejwork was not considered 
good by the critics, but to those who know Charade’s 
disposition it was voted different. 


Charade will not work alone. but |g a bulldog when 
being worked with a running mate or in an actual 


race. 
Green B. Morris then made his appearance on the 
track with Judge Morrow, Strathmeatn, and Illame, 
his recent purchase.

it is not surprising that the office seekers 
at Washington should be resentful at the 
recent announcement of Mr. CLEVELAND 
that he will not see them in future unless 
he has previously invited them.

Why not resolve to pay no 
attention to any applications for office 
throngh the departments, or in ayy other 
form until he invites them, and invite none 
ontil he is convinced that the good of the 
ser : é in each case requires a change? 


The Gove 








rnor has vetoed a bill for allow- 
ing further encroachment of the dead upon 
the living in Newtown-on-the-Creek. The 
bill authorized a new cemetery in Newtown 
for the use of non-residents of the place, 
and the Governor says there are twenty- 
four cemeteries there now, and the living 
population has entered a pathetic pro- 
test. They number only about 2,000, 
while the silent majority which pays no 
taxes, is upward of 1,350,000. Newtown 
seems to be a veritable city of the 
dead, and it isa wonder even that 2,000 
people remain there who are in a condi- 
tion to get away. They live among the 
tombs, and are depressed by 33,000 funer- 
als a year. It costs them $43,000 a year 
to keep the roads in condition for the pro- 
cessions, and the cemeteries are exempt 
from taxation, while the living property 
holder pays a tax of 3.7 per cent. More- 
_ ever, it wears upon the health of the popu- 
» lation, and the death rate is abnormally

for the bodies of thé dead of great cities.”

Commissioner BRENNAN’s report of the 
doings of thé Street-Cléaning Department 
during the year 1892 presénts the usual 
array of unmeaning figures, but no evi- 
dence of how well or ill its work was done. 
There were so many miles of streets swept 
and 80 miany cartloads of dirt carried 
away, and it was more than was done the 
year before. Well, there is about 80 much 
of street surface, and in the course of a 
year there is a certain quantity of dirt and 
refuse to get rid of. It is neither more nor 
less, if it is gathered up regularly and car- 
ried away promptly, than if this is done in 
an irregular, dilatory, and slovenly way. 
The streets may be kept dirty all the year, 
and yet the area gone over and the cart- 
loads carried off may be the same as if they 
were kept clean every day. Tables of fig- 
ures ‘afford no evidence at all of good work 
in the Street-Cleaning Department, except 
in getting rid of the public money.

“case” is settled, this much of it, at least, 
-will not bé denied fo if. 


A correspondent calls our attention to the 
difference in the quality of the distilled 
liquor that is consumed by the poor and the 
well-to-do respectively. There is no doubt 
of the fact, or that, while the intoxicating 


in the quality of it are so great that the 
worst kind sold might very well be prohib- 
ited as poisonous. That is an argument fof 
the establishment of saloons on Dr. RaIns- 
FORD’s planin the poorer quarters, if, in- 
deed, distilled liquors are to be sold at all 
in those resorts. The difficulties in the 
way of State regulation are obvious and 
perplexing. The General Government has, 
in the internal revenue system, an appa- 
ratus that might properly be applied to en- 
forcing some simple rules against adulter- 
ation that will secure the Government 
against permitting the sale of liquor that 
is from any point of view unfit for human 
consumption, The most obvious of these 
rules would be the prohibition of the sale 
of spirits to be used as a beverage until the 
product had attained a certain age.

After the announcement of the latest and 
most inhuman plan for persecuting the 
Jews in the Russian Empire, by expelling 
a million and a half of Jews from Poland, 
it is very startling to be informed that 
that Government proposes to discuss the 
matter with representative Jews. It is 
announced from St. Petersburg that the 
Government proposes to ‘convene a com- 
mission of Jewish rabbis text Autumn” “to 
take the whole Jewish question into con- 
sideration and assist in bringing it to a 
settlement.” This is really a bewildering 
announcement. Having persecuted the 
Jews in Russia proper, if the expression be 
allowable, into desperation and starva- 
tion, and having formed a plan for the ex- 
pulsion of the Jews ftom Poland, which it 
is about to execute, the Russian Govern- 
ment, having absolute power in the prem- 
ises, is graciously pleased to ask the Jews 
how they like it! The only precedent for 
this that we recall is the Parisian skit upon 
the reformatory efforts of Louis XVI. pre- 
served by Cartyie. The King was repre- 
sented as a farmer surrounded by his poul- 
try and addressing them: “ My children, I 
have assembled you to discuss with you with 
what sauce you would prefer to be eaten,” 
and being interrupted by a tough old 
cock with the explanation, ‘‘ But we don’t 
want to be eaten atall,” as repressing the 
interruption with the cheerful remark, 
“You are wandering from the point.” 








‘ CHIEFS OF DIVISION. 


The removal of Mr. StuRTEVANT, Chief 
of the Division of Stationery in the De- 
partment of the Treasury, has created a 
good deal of apprehension-in Washington 
as to like changes that may be made in 
this rank of the service, and it raises again 
the question that has been much discussed 
ever since the first introduction of the 
merit system as to the extension of the 
rules to embrace these officers. Our own 
opinion has been frequently expressed that 
such an extension would be for the good of 
the service. In the case of Mr. STURTEVANT 
it is not easy to believe that the good of 
the service required a change. He had been 
in charge of his division under three Admin- 
istratious, being appointed under Mr. Ar- 
THUR and retained by Mr. CLEVELAND and 
Mr. Harrison. His duties required tech- 
nical knowledge which he possessed, 
knowledge in detail of the requirements of 
all branches of the work which he had ac- 
quired by long experience, and fidelity, 
which it is not disputed that hé displayed. 
Whether he was removed without notice is 
not the most important question, for it 
concerns only the fairness of his superiors, 
but ifany of them has said, as reported, 
that he was “‘ warned” by the election, it 
will be well for that officer to remember 
that Mr. CLEVELAND’S personal declara- 
tions nullified that warning. 

What is important is that Mr. Sturre- 
VANT should have been removed only for 
the interest of the service, and that if his 
removal was really required by that, his 
place should be filled by some one compe- 
tent forit. That is precisely what is not 
likely to be done when the appointment is 
made for political reasons. It is precisely 
what would be likely to be done if the 
rules w to the nosi- 
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tion. Under those rules all applicants for 
thé appointment would undergo a competi- 
tive examination framed by the commis- 
sion, with the aid of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, to test primarily their capacity to 
perform the duties. 
highest an appvintment 
would be made. No one pretends thata 
perfectly fit man would necessarily be 
found. Does any one pretend that perfect 
fitness would be secured by selection with- 
outany examination? Would that result 
be even probable if the selection were made 
for political reasons? In any case only 
prima jyacie fitness could be secured, and 
the appointee would have to be taken on 
trial. Asa test of such fitness a competi- 
tive examination would clearly be by far 
the more efiicient. It would remain in any 
case, for the higher officials of the depart- 
ment to test by experience the appointee’s 
possession of qualities only to be ascer- 
tained in that way. The extension of the 
civil service rules to chiefs of divisions has 
been repeatedly urged by successive com- 
missions. Mr. CLEVELAND could not doa

THE PENSION SERVICE. 


The new Commissioner of Pensions has 
arfived in Washington and will at once be- 
gin to perform the duties of his office. He 
remarked yesterday that he had outlined 
no policy. “ All I have to do,” said he, “* is 
to carry out existing laws.” He also spoke 
of the doubling of the pension expendi- 
tures in the last few years as ‘‘ a natural re- 
sult of the liberal legislation of 1890.” 

Even if the pension laws had been exe- 
cuted carefully and consciéntiously, there 
would have been in the last few yearsa 
large increase of the number of pensioners 
and of the pension expenditures, for recent 
legislation was designed to have this effect 


and the politicians who assisted them. But 
under such conditions the increase of the 
annual payments would have fallen 
far short of the increase which the 
Treasury has been required to pay. 
The execution of the laws has been 
intrusted to persons whose ruling de- 
sire was to add tothe list of pensioners 
the greatest possible number of persons in 
a given time and to make the payments as 
large as possible. In carrying out their 
purpose they have granted many pensions 
with scarcely any regard for the pension 
laws and in defiance of the accepted rules 
of evidence. One result of this shameful 
maladministration has been an increase in 
the last seven years of about 25 per cent. 
in the average annual payment to each 
pensioner, although the new laws, “‘liberal” 
as they are, do not call for an increase of 
this kind. 

Fortunately, the new Commissioner has 
had experience in interpreting laws and 
in applying the rules of evidence. He is 
not only s lawyer, but also a Judge, and 
he does not take this office with a desire 
and an intention to make votes for his 
party by increasing the number of pension- 
ers and the pension expenditures in every 
possible way. 

We believe that he will be astounded 
when he becomes familiar with the charac- 
ter of the work done under his predeces- 
sors in the last few years, and that he will 
see that an honest and conscientious execu- 
tion of eyen the very “liberal” pension 
laws we now have would have left in the 
Treasury scores of millions that by the 
action of the Tanners, the Raums, and the 
Dudleys have been taken out and expended. 
We expect that he will in due time perfect a 
plan for reducing the pension expenditures 
under the operation of existing statutes, 
and that he will prepare and submit recom- 
mendations for the amendment of these 
statutes in order that further reduction 
may be made without injustice to any de- 
serving pensioner or applicant for a pen- 
sion. 





THE AUSTRALIAN BANKS, 

Another of the Australian banks has sus- 
pended, and one of considerable impor- 
tance, the Victoria Bank, with a subseribed 
capital of $6,000,000 and deposits of some 
$35,000,000. Like all those that have 
gone down during the recent crisis—which 
is still ‘‘on”—the Victoria Bank had a 
nuniber of agencies in the United King- 
dom, and solicited deposits on time for 
which it paid interest. ‘This, with the 
necessity involved of earning layger re- 
turns to meet the interest promised and 
the expenses of the branches maintained 
mostly for solicitation, has been the weak 
point with this class of banks in Australia. 
In the London Lconomist for the 29th ult. 
some statistics are given that throw a 
good deal of light on the inability of 
the banks to sustain a heavy or pro- 
longed run or to stand up against 
any considerable shrinkage of val- 
ues. For the six banks reported there 
was on hand only 18 per cent. of cash and 
only 6 percent. of convertible securities. As 
showing how very different is this manage- 
ment from that of the English banks, the 
Economist points out that the London joint 
stock banks, exclusive of the Bank of Eng- 
land, held at the same time 22 per cent. of 
cash and 25 per cent. of salable stocks, 
or two and one-half times the proportion 
ofthe Australian banks. It is remarked 
that the latter, taking deposits payable on 
long time, do not require so much ready 
cash as banks taking deposits on call; but 
that depends very much on when the loans 
fall to be paid. The difference may be very 
slight. 

It was the opinion of the Economist that 
about the last of the bank failures had 
taken place at the time of its last issue, but 
on the day of publication the suspension of 
the National Bank of Australasia was an- 
nounced, with deposits of $45,000,000, 
and now that of the Victoria Bank 
is to be added, with $35,000,000, mak- 
ing a total of liabilities of failed banks 
since April 1 of nearly $300,000,000. Of 
course this is not to be taken as a total 
loss, but the amount is for an indefinite 
period withdrawn from the availablecredits 
of the colonies, and the distress following 
must be very great. As from 10 per cent. 
to 20 per cent. -of all these deposits 
Were drawn from England and Scotland, 
—say $45,000,000—the effect in those coun- 
tries is necessarily considerable, though 
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finds been of the origin usual with Eng- 
lish banks. Whether the banking system 
of the colonies is now really thoroughly 
weeded it is to say. The

AWARDS AT CHICAGO. 


THE 


It is not at all surprising that it should 
be reported that the foreign Commissioners 
at Chicago are clamoring for the immedi- 
ate appointment of the jurors of awards, 
It is not news to most of our readers that 
the Chairman of the Committee on Awards 
of the National Commission is Mr. JoHN 
Boyp THACHER, also the most conspicuous 
member of the Board #f Managers of the 
State of New-York. That fact would 
amply explain any amount of clamor from 
the persons interested. It has produced 
audible signs of distress from nearly every- 
body who has had anything to do with the 
exhibit of New-York in any department. 
Exhibitors and committeemen representing 
exhibitors have been reduced, by dealing 
with the New-York Commission, to a state 
ranging all the way from coma to frenzy, 
according to the temperament of the par- 
ticular victim. 

It is also ho news that Mr. THACHER, in 
his capacity of Chairman of the Committee 
on Awards, has excited a deep antagonism. 
He may say of himself, as a rather famous 
and very frank Englishman said of him- 
self, ‘lam aman to whom a large number 
of people entertain the strongest objec- 
tions.” ‘he most conspicuous monument 
of the efficiency of Mr. THACHER is the en- 
thusiastic retirement from exhibition and 
competition of pretty much all the piano- 
makers that anybody ever heard of, after 
a committee of their number had had the 
advantage of being ‘ personally conduct- 
ed” by Mr. THacueR through the intrica- 
cies of the new and original system of 
awards which he had devised, in complete 
disregard of the experience of world’s fairs 
for the last fofty years. But this with- 
drawal was only ati extreme instance of 
the disfavor with which the proposed 
system of awards was regarded by 
all exhibitors, and an extreme expres- 
sion of the unanimity with which all 
the exhibitors informed its author that 
his scheme was quite worthless. But these 
discouragements could not be expected to 
affect the confidence of a man with a fixed 
faith in the vaine of his idea, and the any 
thor of the new system of awards, it is 
only fairto say, never wavered in his confi- 
dence. The disgusted exhibitors had to 
resort to his colleagues of the committee 
and the commission, who were not deterred 
by parental pride from listening to reason. | 
After a good deal of mischief, including 
the defection of the pianomakers, had been 
done by the new and original scheme of 
awards it was modified so as to remove its 
originality and to make it conform to the 
system adopted and approved in previous 
world’s fairs. 

It was not to be expected that the author 
of the original system should like this. But 
it was scarcely to be expected, either, that 
he should carry his resentment so far as to 
lock up in his desk the nominations for 
jurors of awards made by the several for- 
eign commissions several weeks ago, and 
to make no sign whether or not they were 
accepted and confirmed. The confirmation 
has in past world’s fairs been a purely per- 
functory act, and not to perform it prompt- 
ly is a piece of boorishness which it was to 
be expected that the commissions con- 
cerned would resent. They have resented 
it, and their resentment has found expres- 
sion in the clamor which has led the Di- 
rector General of the fair to summon the 
Chairman of the Committee of Awards to 
take action. It is evident that delay in 
naming the foreign jurors is very injurious 
to the exposition, and it is not surprising 
that some of the foreign commissions 
should have stopped the unpacking and 
exhibition of their wares until they learned 
what representation they were to have 
upon the juries. Such, however, are the 
eccentricities of genius, and the penalties 
that must be paid for having an original 
Chairman of a Committee on Awards. 





CARRYING HOTELS INTO MEXICO. 

The announcement that a company has 
been formed in this country for the pur- 
pose of establishing American hotels in 
Mexico will be received with mingled feel- 
ings by any person who has traveled in 
that interesting country, especially if he 
hopes to repeat the experience. He will 
vividly recall the fact that most of the 
Mexican hotels are unsatisfactory places of 
abode for the American traveler. Gen- 
erally they afford only places in which to 
sleep, and not very attractive or comfort- 
able places fur that. One must eat at a 
restaurant, where the accommodations are 
still less satisfactory, and if there is one 
on the same premises with the sleeping 
apartments, it is under a different manage- 
ment and quite independent for purposes 
of complaint. ‘There is no reading or 
writing or lounging room, no upholstery or 
carpets or luxurious fittings. 

The most pretentious hotel in the City of 
Mexico was once the palace of the Dictator 
IrURBIDE, and its entrance is from an inte- 
rior court or patio, which givesit a very 
shut-in aspect. In fact, there is no place 
for guests except their own rooms. The 
most attractive hostelry is the remnant of 
a Franciscan convent, which has no out- 
look upon any street, and all the rooms of 
which face upon the old convent garden. 
This has the advantage of a kind of ve- 
randa, so that the visitor is not absolutely 
confined to his room when not roaming 
about the city or wandering to its multitu- 
dinous suburbs, 

There is nothing American about the 
hotels of Mexico, and one misses thé con- 
veniences and comforts, but after all would 
he not miss something more important and 
much more pleasant to remember if the 
bustling American landlord should invade 
the country with his modern improve- 
ments? Eating and drinking is not every- 
thing to the traveler, nor yet is the car- 
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cold water and a private bath, necessary 
to the zest of his ew experiences. In few 
countries is thers so much of thé novel and 
picturesque for the American visitor as in 
Mexico, and its very difference from his 
own country isits chief attraction. Why 
should he wish to mar it with the cosimon- 
place accommodations familiat to him at 
home, even thongh they contribute to his 
momentary comfort? 

Americay hotels, like American railroads, 
may stimulate business and awake the 
commeércial spirit in Mexican towns, and 
dispel something of the glamour of life over 
which the Aztec spirit and the Castilian 
tradition still brood. They may be a 
boon to the matter-of-fact man of busi- 
ness and the restless drummer, but the 
genuine traveler who goes to Mexico to 
enjoy its peculiar charm of scene and of 
drowsy life will avoid them. ‘There is 
danger even that they will lead to other 
innovations and modernize and American- 
ize whole towns. There may be more 
travel in Mexico then, but much of its de- 
light will be gone. 





The unfavorable report concerning the 
condition of growing wheat in lllinois, 
coming so soon after the 
ing report from Kansas, tends to con- 
firm the prevailing expectation that 
the entire crop this year will be small. 
At the same time the condition of 
the growing crop in Europe is un- 
favorable, and it is quite probable that 
there will be a good demand for all that 
this country can spare. In all calcula- 
tions concerning the export trade in 
wheat it should not be forgotten, 
however, that the last two crops in 
this country were very large, and that 
the yield in each of thése two years was 
greatly underestimated by the Department 
of Agriculture. We shall cafty over at the 
end of the present crop year, on June 30, a 
quantity much larger than the surplus in- 
dicated by the official reports. For this 
reason there will be a considerable quan- 


discourag- 


itity of old wheat that can be exported to 


supply wholly or in part any shortage in 
the new crop.

A Movement to Honor the Duke 


Veragua. 


CaicaGao, May 9.—A movementis said to be 
6n foot if the Sfanish Court, with strong pros- 
pects of success, to raise the degreé of the Span- 
ish representative at Washington from Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Ambassador Plenipotentiary, 
and make the Duke of Veragua the Ambassador 
to Washington.

WASHINGTON, May 9-—Mempbers of the Diplo- 
matic Corps in Washington expeot that in the 
course of a few months the Spanish Govern- 
ment will elevate the legation in Washington to 
the grade of an embassy, with a corresponding 
promotion of rank te the incumbent. 

Whether or not the Duke of Veragua will be 
appointed Ambassador, as a Chicago dispatch 


intimates as probable, no one in this city can 
say. A gentleman who occupies a high official 
position, speaking of tha rumor connecting the 
Duke's name with the offices, sald: 

“The appointment of the Duke of Veragua 
would be most satisfactory, and, under the 

resent sonditions, most appropriate. The 

uke has met many people in this country in 
the course of his visit here. and he would be 
warmly received should hé come in an official 
capacity to the United States. Thore is nothing 
improbable in the report that I can see. The 
Duke is a member of the Liberal Party, now in 
the ascendency in Spanish politics; he is a 
friend of Bagpelee. the Prime Minister; heisin 
possession of sufficient wealth to enable him to 
maintain the embassy ina fitting manner. A\l- 
together, the conditions seein to combine in his 
favor and mark him as the man for the occa- 
sion.”’

Secretary Gresham has informed Mr. Blount 
that the President repudiates everything said 
and done by these gentlemen. Mr. Sewall was 
an applicant for the position of Third Assistant 
fecretary of State under the present Adminis- 
tration, but failed to secure the appointment. 

Ex-Minister Stevens will sail for the United 
States on the 24th inst.

The Season of Music and Beer Opened at 
the Madison Squares Garden.

BACK FROM THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Naval Officers Made Fast Time Over the 


Pennsylvania Road. 





The party of naval offcers from seven coun- 
tries who started for Chicago last Thursday 
evening in charge of Lieut John C. Fremont, 
United States Navy, over the New-York Cen- 
tral Road, returned to this city last evening by 
the Pennsylvania Railway. At Chicago the 
party was taken in charge by three Pennsyl-

The train ran as the second section of the 
Chicago limited. Leaving Pittsburg at 7:20 
yesterday morning, the entire party was on 
hand at the observation cat to take in the 
mountain views. The train was one of the 
heaviest that ever ran over the road, and two 
engines were necessary to haul it over the 
steep grades. 

At Philadelphia, however, it achieved a feat 
unprecedented in the history of the road. In 
spite of its great weight, the train overtook the 
firat section, and as the latter ran into the 
Broad Street Station the Admiralty special 
made @ short out at Mantua and came on to 
New-York ahead of the limited, the first time on 
record that such an event has occurred. 

The visiting officers were enabled to experi- 
enee some rapid traveli between Philadel- 
phia and Jersey City, for the eighteen miles be- 
tween New-Brunswick and Elizabeth were 
covered in fourteen minutes, or at the rate of 
seventy-six miles an hour, or a mile in an aver- 
age of forty-six seconds.

Offers Which Indicate Confidence in the

The attaék upon the reserve of $100,000,000, 
by whichit was reduced below that figure, was 
felt to be a bold one, the effect of which could not 
be certainly predicted. The outcome was 4s Katis- 
factory to the Secretary as was the attempt by 
Sherman to bring about resumption by resam- 
ing. The drafts upon the gold supply, instend 
of increasing after the reserve had been in- 
vaded, as wae feared, almost ceased at once. 

The belief of the Secretary that there would 
be greater concern as long as the margin was 
small than there would be if the crisis was met 
by invasion, was justified by the result.

MARRIED SOLDIERS NOT WANTED. 


Their Enlistment or Re-enlistment to be 
Discouraged. 





Wasuincton, May 9.—The army has no uso 
for married men. Itis proposed to discourags 
the re-enlistment of soldiers who are married. 
The decision naturally stirs up the marriéd sol- 
diers, and the War Department has many let- 
ters, mostly anonymous, pointing out what the 
writers regard as the injiistice of such a dis- 
crimination. 

Itis found that married soldiers give the de- 
partment a great deal more trouble than the 
single men. Whenever there is to be a change 
of stations the married men begin to work fora 
transfer, so that their families may not be com- 
pelled to prok up and move with the troops. 
This causes the annoyance of seouring other 
men, and leads to much extraclerical work. A 
recent experiment in denying transfers and 
compelling married men to go with their troops 
did not relieve the department of annoyance, 
for the married soldier usually left his wife at 
his olf post and devoted himself at his new 
station, with the aid of his wife at the former 
post, to securing a transfer or a discharge. 

Thé War Department has given its recruiting 
and enlistment ollicers to understand that mar- 
ried soldiers may be denied re-enlistment in the 
army.

A PUBLISHER FROM JAPAN. 


Mr. Ohashi Visiting Printing Plants—Varied 
Work of His Large Tokyo House. 


Mr. Sahei Ohashi, proprietor of “* Hakubunk- 
wan,” the largest publishing house in Japan, 
accompanied by his secretary, Mr. T. Hirsiwa, 
visited THE NEW-YOrK Times’s editorial rooms 
yesterday. Mr. Ohashi isona voyage around 
the world, and has been in this country for 
abouts month. He remained in San Francisco 
some time, and then went to Chicago to see the 
World's Fair. Mr. Ohashi. was wonderfully 
pleased with the fair, but asa it was in such an 
incomplete state he decided to come Hast and 
make a tour of the principal cities, und then re- 


turn to Chicago, remaining there some time be- 
tore going to Hngland. 

Mr. Ohashi is a tine-looking man, with an in- 
tellectual face. Through his interpreter, Mr. 
Hiraiwa, Mr. Ohashi said: “I greatly admire 
the publishing houses and newspaper plants in 
America. They are on so large a scale. Japan 
we use steam power and electricity, but the 
plants are On a small scale.” 

Mr. Ohashi will rewain in New-York about 
two weeks, and during that time he will inves- 
tigate the methods of conducting the large pub- 
lishing heuses in this city. He comes amply 
provided with letters of introduction, some of 
them being from Viscount Shimagawa, a former 
Minister of Home Affairs. Upon his return 
home Mr. Ohashi willmake a great many im- 
provements in his plant, which is known all 
over Japan. : 

The name of thé company, or publishing 
house, is ** Hakubunkwan.” It has only beenin 
existence six years and now spends $30,000 a 
year in advertising. The firm has printed many 
publications and now issues the following peri- 
odicals: The Japutivsé Commercial Magazine, 
the Jokyo Aonthly Trade keview, the 
Japanese Agricultural Magazine, Japanese 
Law, Japanese Youth, the Chitdren’s Muaga- 
zine and the Women's Magazine. Some 
of these publications liave a very large sale, the 
issue of the Children's Magazine being 80,000 
copies monthly, which is the largest circulation 
in that country. The actual number of copies 
of books and magazines issued by the firmin a 
year is 10,000,000. The house of Hakubunk- 
wan isatSand 9 Sanchome, Honcho, Nihon- 
bashi-Ku, Tokyo. 


A TEST CASE OVER OLUB DUES. 


Involving $29,000 Paid by Manhattan Ath- 
letic Members and $18,000 Not Paid. 








A test case was argued in the General Term of 
the Supreme Court yesterday to decide whether 
or not over $18,000 in dues ehall be paid by cer- 
tain members of the Manhattan Athletic Clubto 
Andtew Freedman, the receiver, and it may be 
followed by the return to other members of 
over $29,000. The suit is against J. Chester 
Chamberlain for $25 as dues from Jan. 1 to July 
1. A. Britton Havens appéared for Mr, Cham- 
berlain and CO. A. Rushmore for the receiver. 

Mr. Freedman was appointed receiver of the 
olubd on Jan. 28. He claimed that, under the 
by-laws of the club, which provided for the pay- 
ment of $25 by members in advance every six 
months, $48,071 was due on Jan. 1. When he 
came into possession all had been paid except 
$23,883.24, and afterward $5,854.01 was paid. 
Allowing for other deductions, he claims that 
$18,029.23 1s still due from members of the 
club. 

On behalf of Mr. Chamberlain it is contended 
that, under the by-laws of the club, any member 
ceased to bé a member by forfeiting his rights 
and privileges; thatthe known insolvency of 
the club on Jan. 1 absolved the members from 

aying any further dues; that they paid these 
ter nnder a contract which was to give them 
the privileges of the clubhouse, and that the 
closing of the house by the receiver abrogated 
this contract. Itis also contended that the by- 
laws do not provide for suits against members 
for non-payment of dues, but do provide thata 
failure to pay the dues within ninety days from 
the date when they mature shall act as an ex- 
pulsion of the offending member. 

An important feature of the case is that, if 
a decision is given against the receiver, suits 
may be brought against him by all the members 
who have paid their dues from Jan. 1 for the re- 
turn of their money. If they bring suits and 
are successful, he would have to return 
$29,737.25. 





HONORS FOR GEN. GONZALES. 


The Army to be Largely Represented at 
the Obsequies. 


City of Mexico, May 9.—The death of Gen. 
Manuel Gonzales, ex-President of Mexico, 
which occurred at a late hour last night, as 
stated in this morning’s New-YORK TiMEs, has 
esused expressions of sorrow from all parts of 
the republic, and his sons to-day received 
many telegrams of condolence. The National 
Congress adjourned out of respect to his mem- 
ory. 

All the arrangements for the funeral have not 
yet been completed. He will be buried with 
military honors. Several thousand troops and 
all the higher officers of the Mexican Army will 
participate in the obsequies. 

Gen. Gonzales left an estate valued at $7,000,- 
000, and there ia much interest manifested as 
to the disposition of his wealth. It is believed 
that his wife, from whom he had been separat- 
ed for several years, will not receive any of 
the property, and that it will all go to his four 
sons, one of whom is already prominent in the 
politics] affairs of Mexico, and will probably 
suecesd his father as Governor ofthe State of 
Guanajuato.

Had the Payment of the Claims Not Been 
Resisted an Atrocious Murder Would 
Not Have Been Revealed—The Litiga- 
tion Was Expensive, but the Event 
Proves that It Was Justified—Hillmon 
Is Under Constant Surveillance—Other 
Conspirators to be Arrested.

The revelation made exclusively in THe NEW- 
York Times yesterday that the famous Aill- 
mon insurance case, 80 bitterly contested in the 
Federal courta in Kansas since 1882, had been 
cleared up by the finding of Hillmon, the alleged 
dead man, caused a senzation in insurance 
circles, 

It was the topic of conversation in all the 
large offices, and speoulation was rife as to 
whether Hillmon and his confederates wonld be 
held for the marder which was committed to 
furnish a corpse with which to oarry out the 
swindle. 

General Solicitor William G. Davis of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, in speaking of 
the case yesterday, said: 

“The story in THe New-YorK Times is cor 
rect. We have Hillmon under such surveiliancé 
that he cannot escape. He was located in the 
far Southwest, and since then we have had his 
every Movement watchell. We have also taken 
to the place whére he is anumber of men who 
were intimately acquainted with him previous 
to his disappearance, and have in that way es- 
tablished his identity beyond a doubt. 

“He does not know yet that we have run him 
down, but he cannot elude us now, and when 
the next trial of the case comes up in Topeka, 
in November, we will produce him.”’ 

Mr. Davis added that more money had been 
spentin the search for Hillmon than the origi- 
nal claim amounted to, but it had been spent 
cheerfully by the companies to expose the 
swindle 

It is believed in insurance circles that the 
story of the finding of Hillmon will cause the 
discontinuanes of the suit. The opinion also 
prevails that Levi Baldwin, Hillmon, Brown, 


and Mrs. Hillmon will be arrested for the mur- 
der of Frederick Adolph Waiters, whose corpse 
Mrs. Hillmon swore was that of ber husband. 

Insurance companies in this city are not dis- 
posed to worry over the order of 8. H. Snider, 
the Populist Superintendent of Insurance in 
Kansas, forbidding them to take their cases in 
that State into the Federal courts. 

William E. Johnson, Saperintendent of the 
mortuary department of the Equitable Life 
Company, yesterday said: 

‘‘Mr. Snider undoubtedly has the power to 
make a great deal of trouble in Kansas if he 
startsin to doit. As we have no contested 
eases in Kaneas We are vot perturbed. I[ have 
charge of the settlement of ali claims for our 
company, and I have not given the mattera 
second thought.” 

“There is nothing new in Mr. Snider’s order,’’ 
said Secretary Whitney of the New-York Life. 
“The same thing has been promulgated before. 
In many States, including New-York, there ia a 
law forbidding the tramsfer or institution of any 
insurance cases toor in the Federal courts. 
The easiest way to get along with Mr. Sni- 
der is to obey his order. That he has the 
power to drive wealthy and prosperous insur- 
ance companies out of the State I question. 
The whole thing is of so littls importance that 
I have not given ita thougut.” 

Frederick H. Way, Secretary of the Williams- 
burg City Fire Inaurance Company, said: 

* Every State hasa right to make laws for- 
bidding certan things, but after they are made 
what are they good fer! The Constitution of 
the United States gives every individual and 
corporation the right to seek the Federal courts 
as a dernier ressort, which no legislation by 
States can abrogate. Mr. Snider evidently has 
not taken this into consideration in endeavor- 
ing to enforce the Granger laws of Kansas.” 

Charles Sewall, United States Manager of the 
Commercial Union Assurance Company, Limit- 
ed, of London, said that Kansas had in the past 
been very strictin its control of insurance com- 
panies, having passed and enforced two laws of 
an unusually stringent nature, One was that 
no insurauce on property in Kansas should be 
taken out except through an agent residing in 
the State. The other was an act to prevent any 
combination looking to the control of insurance 
rates, meaning that there must be open compe- 
tition in all rates, and that no individuals or 
companies could join in fixing a common rate. 

** As to the large and substantial companies, 
all of which are now doing business in Kansas, 
and whose protection the citizens of that state 
undoubtedly needeJ,” continued Mr. Sewall, 
“it seems to me questionable that such com- 
panies will be willing to remain in the State if 
in addition to the restrictions already put upon 
them they are to be denied the right to appeal 
to the United States court and confined in the 
defense of improper claims to the verdict of a 
State court where the juries are likely to be 
made up of friends and neighbors of the 
claimant.” 

lt was a freely-expressed opinion among all 
insurance wen that the disclosure of the finding 
ef John W. Hillmon would prove a boomerang 
for Mr. Snider.

THE PNEUMATIO GUN SYSTEM. 
Probably Doomed by the Defects Discov- 
ered on the Vesuvius. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Vesuvins is appar- 
ently doomed. The Navy Department experts 
in ordnance have about concluded to recom- 
mend against the pneumatic gun system on 
shipboard. Commodore Sampson, the Chief of 
Ordnance, will soon present his comments on 
the report of the board which recently exam- 
ined the guns of the cruiser at Port Royal, and 
while the comments by this officer will not 
boldly condemn the system, it is likely that he 
Will discourage the continuance of this form of 
un in the navy, much less the further introduc- 
tion of the system in the service, as possl- 
ble under an old actof Congress. Commodore 
Sampson apparently shares with his prede- 
cessor, Commodore Folger, the latter's objec- 
tions to the pneumatic system, and in the 
absence of any good reason for the retention of 
the fixed tubes in the bow of the Vesuvius, the 
guns will probably be removed and the ship 
converted into an ordinary gunboat, although 
her lines and general construction would not 
make her a perfectly satisfactory vessel of that 
type, while her vulnerability renders her of 
little use as & war ship. 

Her sides are casily perforated, and her value, 
in consequence of the absence of adequate pro- 
tection, is greatly impaired. There was some 
talk of holding another trial of the Veastvius, 
and taking her to sea. The recent trial was 
thought to be hardly extensive enough to an- 
swer all the questions which had been asked 
concerning the Vesuvius, but the report of the 
board is now believed to have made as good 
a shiowing for the ship as possible, and the ex- 
perts are inclined to think that additional trials 
would not contribute to the information already 
possessed. 

The matter of fuses, the occasion of so much 
extra work for the board, is one which is easily 
corrected. The same cannot be said for the 
Valve gear of the ship. The faults in that 
part of the guns have remained alwost as pro- 
nuunced and objectionabie as when the guns 
were first fired in Delaware River. The Secre- 
tary will be advised that thereis no indication 
that the valves can be made more certain of op- 
eration, and that this fact furnishes the main 
objection to the whole system. One day the 
Valves, set for a certain range, Will accomplish 
a certain result. The next day, underapparently 
identical conditions, and with the vuives fixed 
as on the previous day, the result will be 
quite different, and a difference, too, which 
would be disastrons in actual warfare. It is 
this uncertainty which will induce the Ord- 
nance Bureku to discourages the continuance of 
the pneumatic system in the navy. It will, ef 
course, be left to the Secretary to determine 
whether the system shall be further tried and 
additional effort be made to overcome the ob- 
jections at present so apparent. It will rest 
with hiin as to the future of thia now wtseléss 
ship, and the changes which are necesasaty to 
convert herinto an efficient and properly-pro- 
tected war stip.

NEGLEOTED BY LIEUT. WILSON. 


Bis Wife Asks the War Department for 
Part of Her Husband’s Salary. 





WASHINGTON, May 9.—There is a peouliar 
case before Secretary Lamont, and those who 
know of its existence are awaiting the decision 
af the Secretary with interest. A complaint 
has come from Mrs. James E. Wilson of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., that her husband, who is a Lien- 
tenant in the Fifth Infantry, contributes noth- 
ing, or an insufficient amount, from his salary 
to the support of herself and child. 

Lieut. Wilson, who is confined to the Govern- 
ment Hospital for the Insane, near this city, 
has been requested to explain the failure on 


bis part to take care of his family. He writes 
do the department a declaration that he will not 
fornieh his wife and child with money. The 
papers have gone to the law officer of the de- 
partment, and action may be taken to provide 
tor Mrs. Wilson. 

Lieut. Wilson was, twenty years ago, a pri- 
Vate in the army. His wife is a woman of 
education and refinement. He was an excellent 
soldier, and was regarded as one of the best 
Sergeants in the army. He secured a commis- 
sion in 1882, and for a time performed his 
duties in an efficient manner. He and his wife, 
who was his cousin, visited their old home in 
ireland, and on theirreturn he left her with 
friends in Brooklyn. He joined hie company in 
Louisiana and beeame addicted to drink. He 
‘Was threatened with a court-martial, and was 
for a time -— in the hospital. On resump- 
tion of his duty he proved no better in his 
habite and was sent to this city for treatment 
in the insane asylum. 

For a time he gave his wife a small fraction of 
Bie salary of $2,200, but it was inadequate for 
her support, and she now asks that the depart- 
ment turn over half of her husband’s compensa- 
tion. The law officers say that this may be 
dene by providing a guardian for the oiiicer, 
whose incarceration in the insane asylum would 
justify such a proceeding, aud the payment to 
the guardian of the salary, half of which should 
go to Mrs. Wilson. The officer is still on the 
active list. It may be that he will be examined 
and retired. In any event Mrs. Wilson is 
likely to be provided for by the department.

BILLS SIGNED AND VETOED. 


Gov. Flower Adds Eleven New Laws to the 
Statute Book.

ALBANY, May 9.—Eleven more acts of the Leg- 
iglature received the mark of approval of the 
Governor to-day and nine were vetoed. The 
most important general law was the new codifi- 
cation, as amended, of the public health laws. 
The State Board of Health holds ite annual 
meeting Wednesday, and the signing of the bill 
was hurried through by Speaker Sulzer, who 
came to town to-day to secure that result, that 
the election might proceed under it. 

Col. Webster’s Elm Street Opening bill was 
the most important of the local laws signed. 
This was opposed on the part of the property 
owners, who felt that too arbitrary powers were 


given the city in the disposseasing of real estate 
owners and their payment afterward. 

Assemblyman Hummei’s amendment to the 
charter of the Franklin Loan and Trust Com- 
pany was also approved. This permits the 
company to do & safe-deposit business, and, by 
a@ vote of two-thirds of the Directors and three- 
fourths of the stockholders, to allow the deal- 
ers with the company to participate in its 
profits. 

Senator Parker's bill en the con- 
struction of a pile bridge across 6 Albany 
Basin, from the foot of Vrange Raset was of 
the most interest here, because of the lumber 
district. The object of this iaw is to permit the 
Central Hudson Railroad Company to run a 
third bridge across the Albany Basin, that the 
Columbia Street pier may be utilized as a stor- 
age yardfor lumber coming from the North 

oods over Dr. Webb’s new railroad. The bill 
was fought by the lumber interests here, but it 
was not demonatrated to the legislative com- 
mittees or the Governor that the project would 
be other than beneficial to Albany’s business in- 
teresta, The projectors of the measure assert- 
ed that if this awe were not granted they 
would take all their iumber through to New- 
York and Jersey City by rail, without unload- 
ing. The reason for desiring the pier as a stor- 
age ground was to facilitate transportation by 
boat, to relieve the Hudson River divisions of 
the Vanderbilt roads. 

The Supplementary Supply bill was also 
signed, but the Supply bill proper still hangs

Among the vetoes, none of which is of any 
general importance, was one rejecting the au- 
thorizing of the Trustees of the First German 
Methodist Episcopal Church of New-York to 
hold twenty-five acres of land in Newtown for 
cemetery purposes. In givi hia reasons the 
Governor says a pethesto protest was filed with 
him by citizens of Newtown against legislation 
authorizing the establishment of any more 
graveyards in thattown. The dead inhabitants 
are rapidly crowding out the living. There are 
twenty-four cemeteries, and they cover an 
eighth of thetown. The live population is less 
than 20,000, the dead population wards of 
1,350, 000. There are more than 33,000 funer- 
als a@ year, and the people pay $43,000 a year 
to keep the roads in repair for hearses and oar- 
riages. So melancholy a picture the Governor 
believes is sufficient to justify him in withhold- 
ing his approval from the measure.

SQUADRONS IN THE HUDSON BE- 
GIN. TO HOIST ANOHOR. 


British Cruisers Sail To-Day—The Crews 
of the Philadelphia and the Newark 
Entertain Foreign Tars in Sumptuous 
Style—Columbian Caravels Will Soon 
Start for Chicago—Visitors to the Fleet 
—Desertions Numerous from Admiral 
Hopkins’s Ships. 


The first break in the column of the vis- 
iting fleet will occur between 10 and 11 
o’clock this morning when the British flag- 
ship Blake and her consorts, the Magicienne 
and the Tartar, will hoist their anchors 
out of the North River mud and steam 
through the Narrows for Bermuda, whence, 
after a ten days’ stay,the three vessels will 
proceed to Halifax. The Australia, on ac- 
count of her being put out of commission 
in a couple of months, goes straight to the 


latter port. 
A few hours after the departure of the 


Britishers the grim Jean Bart will start for 
the French port of Rochefort. 

Another loss to the line will be the cara- 
vels, which start for the World’s Fair at 


Chicago. The tiny Pinta will be towed to 
Halifax by the United States cruiser Chi- 
cago, the Nifia by the Bennington. The 
Santa Maria will attempt to carry her lum- 
bering and odd-shaped hull by means of 
her own canvas. From Halifax the cara- 
vels will proceed through the canal and 
lake system to their destination at Chicago.

PIGOTT’S TRIAL UNDER WAY. 
Case Opened for the Prosecution and Wit- 
nesses Examined. 


The work of selecting a jury to try James H. 
Pigott, the place clerk of the Building Depart- 
ment of the City of Brooklyn, was completed 
yesterday, and the case is now well under way. 
Pigott is now before Judge Moore and Justices 
Stryker and Kelly in the Court of Sessions, 
Brooklyn, charged with'presenting a fraudulent 
bill for $11,400 for the Brooklyn Aldermen’s 
grand stand at the Columbian celebration in 
his oity last October. 

When the court opened there were six men in 
the jury box, and the whole of the morning 6¢8- 


sion and the first few minates of the afternoon 
were spent in filling the vacant seats. The jury 
is made up as follows:

Assistant District Attorney Clarke conducted 
the examination of the talesmen for the people, 
which began at 10 o'clock. About thirty out 
of the panel were excused because they had 
read all about the case in the newspapers. The 
firet excitement came when John C. Gardner, a 
photographer, of 298 Livingston Street, was 
called for examination. 

Gardner said that he thought he could render 
atrue verdict, but that he also thought that 
public officials were frequently wrongly ac- 
oused and that that might influence him. 

“You start with a prejudice in favor of public 
officiale, do you, and it would take some evi- 
dence to overcome it, would it not?” asked 
Judge Moore. 

“ Yes, Sir,” replied Mr. Gardner, “‘ but I would 
decide in accordance with the evidence.” 

Mr. Gardner said that he thought he would 
hesitate more about convicting a public official 
than auother person. District Attorney Ride- 
ways, who had already exhausted his peremp- 
tory challenges, appealed to the court, saying 
that the prosecution would be handicapped if 
Mr. Gardner was accepted. 

** Under the law I must decide this man to be 
competent,” said Judge Moore, reading from 
the statutes. 

Then Edward F. O’Dwyer, principal counsel 
for the defendant, surprised everybody. 

“We don’t want to take any undue advan- 
tage,”” he said, addressing the court. “ The 
District Attorney wants this talesman with- 
drawn, and we have no objections to sucha 
proceeding.”’ 

“That settles it; you may go, Gardner,” 
Judge Moore remarked. “I didn’t want him to 
eit, anyway,” he added, half apologetically, 
“but I didn’t see how | could dismiss him.” 

At 12:30 o’clock a recess of an hourand a 
half was taken. Pigott was late in getting back 
to court, 60 thatit was “:30 o’olock before that 
last juryman was seated. The defendant was 
well scored for his tardiness by sudge Moore. 
Assistant District Attorney Clarke opened for 
the prosecution with a brief account of the 
charges, and then read the formal indioct- 
ment. He said that the prosecution would show 
not only that the bill of 611,400 was extortion- 
ate, but also that Pigott had sold the costly 
lumber for which the sum was paid to a New- 
York man for $550 after the stand had been 
torn down. 

There wasa row when the prosecutor showed 
the checks which Pigott had drawnand told 
the jury that in all they footed up $3,582.20, 
which was the real eostof the stand. Pigott, 
and not Ross, got most of the overcharge, he 
added. 

City Auditor Anton Weber, the indictment 
against whom was dismissed by the Court of 
Appeals at the time that the other indictments 
were confirmed, was the tirst witness for the 
prosecution. He identined Pigott’s billas the 
one received by Deputy Auditor Cornell. 
Deputy Controller Gilbert L. Smith testified 
that the bill was the one presented at his ollice 
for payment. 

City Clerk Michael J. Cummings was excused 
because he had forgotten to bring some of the 
necessary records with him. 

After Alexander C. Snyder of the firm of Ross 
& Snyder had made statements regarding some 
lumber Pigott had ordered the case was ad- 
journed to this morning.

Dr. Richter Proclaims Himself Ready for 
Attack and Defense. 


Dr. Max Ohnefalsch-Biehter declares that he 
is now ready to meet any attack that anybody 
may choose to make on him, either in regard to 
his ability and work as an archwologist or con- 
cerning his private character.

KILLED BY ILLUMINATING GAS, 


Grocer Lohrengel Found Dead in His Room 
—A Plug Had Fallen from a Gas Pipe.

Gustave W. Lohrengel, twenty-five years old, 
& grocer at Forsyth and Rivington Streets, was 
found dead early yesterday in his bedroom at 
161 Forsyth Street. The room was full of illu- 
minating gas. 

Lehrengel came from Bavaria eight years ago 
and began work here as an errand boyin the 
grocery which he owned at the time of his 
death. While here he had always occupied the 
bedroom in which he died. Protruding from 
the wall of his room was the end of a gas pipe, 


which had been used in previous years to sup- 
ply a gae stove. In some unknown way the 
plug in the pipe had become dislodged and gas 
was flowing out freely. 

There does not appear to be any reason to 
suppose that Lohrengel’s death was not due to 
accident. He was to have been married ina 
short time to Miss Amelia Weber, a milliner of 
100 Canal Btreet. His father, who lives in 
Greenwood, N. J., took charge of the body. 


NAVAL PROTECTIVE NETS, 


Tests to be Made of Their Efficiency in 
Stopping Torpedoes. 





WasHIncGTon, May 9.—The next interesting 
test of war material will take place at Newport 
in a few weeks, when an attack will be made on 
three nets of metal, proposed for adoption on 
ships of war as a protection against torpedoes 
These nets, much used in foreign navies, are 
hung from arms jutting out from the side of the 
vessel, and are supposed to entangle the tor- 
pedo as it darts toward the ship. The forth- 
coming test will be especially interesting, as it 
will include the first use to which American 
torpedoes will be put. 

There are three nets, of different texture and 
composition, and the comparative advantages 
of the uets will be carefully observed. The re- 
sult will determine the type of net which will 
be adopted for the service. Two of the nets are 
of American manufacture. Both come from a 
Pennsylvania firm. ne of the nets is made of 
steel and the other of nickel steel. The latter 
is the lightest of the three submitted and of the 
closest weaving. It is expected that it will have 
greater strength than the all-steel net, and that 
ite closer fibre will more eflectively enmesh the 
attacking torpedo. The foreign net is known 
as the Bullivant net. This and the ali-steel net 
have been received at Newport and the nickel- 
steel net has been shipped. 

The torpedos are on hand. The Cushing and 
the Stiletto, and possibly the Destroyer, with 
its submarine gun, will be used to tire into the 
nets.

THE GREAT CONVENTION TO MEET 
IN LOUISVILLE TO-DAY. 











The City Already Filled with Leaders of 

the Party that Still Hopes for a Res- 
Not a Candi- 
date for President Again—Plenty 
Leaders Ready to Take His Place if 
They Can Get It—A Bitter Fight Ex- 
pected for the National Chairmanship.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 9.—Although the con- 
vention of the Republican League of the United 
States is not called to meet until Wednesday, 
this city is to-day full of prominent leaders 
from all over the country. The National Com- 
mittee has established headquarters at the Galt 
House, and to-night held a star-chamber ses- 
sion. “Only routine matters,”’ was the response 
by a gentleman to a question as to what was 
going on. 

There will be a fight for the Chairmanship of 
the National Committee. Editor M. H. De 
Young of California claims that Thomas Carter 
has no title to the Chairmanship. “There isa 
prevailing and predominant anti-Harrison feel- 
ing in the committee,” the gentleman said, 
“and the members want an expression from 
Carter as to whotber he is for or against Marri- 
son. He has not yet signitied as to how he stands. 
Ifitis developed that heis a Harrison parti- 
san, Mr. De Young will have a strong support 
for the position of Chairman. What the result 
will be nobody oan foretell.” 

Mr. Carter is serene amid the bustle. In 
referring to the claim that the Executive 
Committec had no authority to make him 
Chairman, he made the statement that when 
the National Committee met and elected 
Mr. Campbell, it was found that he would 
have to resign. Before adjourning, the 
National Committee adopted a resolution au- 
thorizing the Executive Committee to choose a 
successor. The minutes of; the meeting, there- 
fore, will show, Mr. Carter claims, that he has a 
fullright to the Chairmanship. He asserted 
that there is nothing in the statement that he 
was selected to serve as Chairman during the 
campaign only. 

The object of the present meeting, Mr. Carter 
said. is to discuss the matter of preparing for 


the next campaign and to consider the causes 
which led to the party’s defeat. He professes 
to feel confident that Republicanism will win 
the day at the next election. 

There is a lively suramble for the Presidency 
of the league. Gen. Clarkson says he will not 
stand for re-election. There are seyen candi- 
dates announced, as follows: W. I. Squire of 
Toledo, Ohio, who attained prominence in the 
MoKinley campaign as State President of the 
Ohio League; Isaac Trambo, a leader from Cali- 
fornia; Gen. R. A. Alger, W. W. Tracy of IIll- 
nois, E. P. Allen of Michigan, E. A. McAlpine of 
New-York, and J. Sloat Fassett, also of the 
Empire State. The Ohio delegates are making 
a hard fight for Col. Squire. They claim the 
Pennsylvania delegation solidly, and say they 
are sure of Winning. Their first intention was 
to secure the next meeting for Toledo, but 
shortly before they started for Louisville the 
plan to make Col. Squire President absorbed 
thatinterest. Realizing that they could not se- 
oure both plams, they concluded to be satisfied 
with one, and settled upon the election of their 
man as the only favor they would ask of the 
convention. 

The Western delegations, thus far, are strongly 
for Gen. Alger, andif they see that he cannot 
be elected, the name of E. P. Allen of Michigan 
will be agreed on. When Mr. McAlpine and 
Mr. Fassett are mentioned, it is evident that 
they have little chance, for the sentiment seems 
to be in favor of a Western man for the place. 

The convention of the ‘Tariff -Association 
which was announced for this week will not be 
held. Most of the members of this body are con- 
nected with the National League or with the 
Various other organizations which will as- 
semble here, and President Cornelius N. Bliss 
of New-York did not deem it advisable, 
under the circumstances, to allow the 
Zaritt League meeting to interfere with the 
others, Which it inevitably would have done. 
Up to the present time no political proguostiva- 
tions have leaked out. There has been plenty 
of talk, but it is altogether of a reminiscent 
order, instead of political. 

Mra. J. Ellen Foster, the head of the Women’s 
Republican League, was expected to arrive to- 
day, and rumor said she would briaga cyclone 
with her; but neither has reached here as yet. 





ROUND LAKE’S POST OFFICE. 


Jennie Hagler’s Backing for the Appoint- 
ment, ¥ 


ROUND LAKE, N. Y., May 9.—The little Post- 
mastership at this country resort has provoked 
a very interesting and picturesque fight. The 
place, nominally prohibition, is really largely 
Republican, but last Fall, by the efforts ofa 
few of the leading Democrats in it, the town of 
Malta reduced the Republican majority of 147 
to 100, and actually gave a majority of 44 to 
the Democratic candidate for Assembly. 

As soon as the result was known, the Demo- 
crats in Round Lake cast about fora candidate 
for Postmaster. Except that one ortwoof the 
number wanted to be candidates themselves, 
the general choice at ence pointed to Miss Jen- 
nie Hagler, who met all the requirements by 
virtue of being familiar with the office, having 
acted as deputy for two Summers, when the 
crowd is greatest, to the satisfaction of all, and 
having inherited very sturdy Democratic viows, 
which she had not failed to express at all times, 
even though she was serving under a Repub- 
lican chief. She was especially a strong Cleve- 
land woman, and has had her petition backed 
largely by the Cleveland men. 

The only candidate actually in 
against Miss Hagler is the present incumbent, 
Grant Geuld, a Republican, who was active in 
the campaign against Cleveland, and who 
served as a deputy under the former Demo- 
cratic Postmaster.

Mr. Oliver Sumner Teall has just roturned 
from Chicago, where he spent ten days. He 
believes that he learned a great deal during 
his short stay in the city by the lake, and he 
hopes to turn hisown mistakes to the advan- 
tage of his friends. 

“When I went out there,” said Mr. Teall, “I 
made up my mind to put to a practical teat the

To-day the fair is an immense promise, 
but by the middle of next month it will bea 
magnificent realization.’’ 

After discoursing of the glories of the fair, 
Mr. Teall wandered back to his own expert- 
ences.

The manager of the Savoy denied that there 
was astrike of his waiters or that any serious 
trouble had been occasioned by the loss of the 


chef. “A few of the cooks and walters had fol- 
lowed Mr. Kurzmier,’’ he said, ‘‘and that is all 
there is in the matter.” 

Manager Boldt of the Waldorf said that he 
had not discharged his chef, but had given him 
@ mouth’s leave of absence torecruit his health. 

It is believed that the employes of the Savoy 
were prompted to follow their chef tothe Wal- 
dorf by the increase of wages they were to re- 
ceive there, as well as by their antipathy to the 
Savoy’s head waiter. 

It was stated at the German Walters’ National 
Alliance, 50 East Tenth Street, last ovening 
that the chambermaids,at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel were to receive their monthly wages to- 
day, and the Secretary said they would demand 
higher wages and quit work if their request was 
not complied with. 

In reference to the statement made by the 
Waiters’ Union to the eilect that it had forced 
him to accede to its demands, Mr. Delmonico 
lastevening said: ‘I have not yielded to the 
demands of the waiters. I have not taken back 
any of themen. I have not raised their wages, 
and never shall.” 

A mecting of the oyster-house waiters was 
held last night at Twenty-fifth Street and Sixth 
Avenue for the purpose of organizing to better 
their condition. They remained in session until 
a late hour. 


SUBMARINE BOAT PLANS. 





Many Requests for Information as to the 


Government’s Requirements. 


WASHINGTON, May 9,—General interest is felt 
in the efforts of the Navy Department to secure 
an efticient submarine boat, and the invitation 
sent out by the Secretary for plens and specifi- 
cations for a craft of this type will be accepted 
in more than two instances. 

Besides Mr. G. RK. Baker of Chicago and Mr. J. 
H. Holland, the New-Jersey inventor whose de- 
vices have been described in THE NEW-YORK 
Times, there have been thirty requests for de- 
tailed information regarding the requirements. 
Most of these requests come from people who 
are not known as inventors, and many of them 
come from distant interior points. Some of the 
letters bear unmistakable evidences of the 
vieionary rather than the practical tendency of 
the mind of the writer, and these are counted 
upon to furnish unique and impossible schemes 
for submarine navigation. 

The department gives the inventors until 
June 15 to prepare plans and descriptions, 
Much ia left to the designer, the department 
insisting only upon the general requirements 
suggested ag reasonable in view of the progress 
made in submarine construction aud navigation.

GOLDWIN SMITH ON ANNEXATION. 


He Would Like to See England Withdraw 
from the Western Hemisphere. 





TORONTO, Ontario, May 9.—Goldwin Smith's 
position as a life member of St. George’s Society 
having beon attacked upon the score of his 
political opinions, he has taken legal advice as 
to his position, and has been informed that ox- 
pulsion upon political grounds, when he had 
not broken any rule of the society, would be 
illegal, and a court of law would reinstate him. 

The act of incorporation defines the object of 
the society as the relief of such natives of Eng- 


land and Wales and their descondants as may, 
from sickness or otber causes, have fallen into 
distress. The twenty-third by-law declares that 
the “Introduction of political or religious sub- 
jeots, or their discussion, shall not be allowed 
in this suciety.” 

Mr. Smith, in a letter published to-day, main- 
tains that this by-law is a distinct pledge of 
political neutrality on the part of the society to 
all who become its members and contribute to 
itsfund. Referring to the question of conti- 
nental union, Mr. Smith, in closing, says: 

“Tn all the years I have lived here I have met few 
who did not in private avow or betray their convio- 
tion thata change mustcome. Why, then, put of 
deliberating and ob gay Let the people, after a 
fair debate, vote freely. 'o England, I believe, I am 
as true as any one here and careful of her interests 
and her honor. 

“ Her political connection with this continent is 
one of increasing danger, while it brings her neither 
strength nor profit. Those who have been her wisest 
counselors have wished that she would withdraw 
and be content with a lasting bond of aifection anid 
the advantages of trade. These were Englishmen 
whose patriotism was as undoubted as their emi- 
neuce, and who were high in the service of the 
crown.” 


LAKE VESSEL OWNERS ARE SAD. 


No Business at Present and No Immediate 





Prospect of Any. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 9.—The lake vessel 
owners are a sorely disappointed setof men. A 
month ago they confidently anticipated an ex- 
ceptionally good season. To-day a large num- 
ber of vessels are tied up at the docks and will 
not move a wheel forten days or two weeks. 
Nearly every shipping firm in this city has 
given orders to have the greater part of its 
ae taken to the docks and the crews laid 
° 


The causes of the dead condition in lake 
freighta are various. The dead-lock between 
ore miners and the furnace men is first. So lit- 
tle ore is coming down the lakes that the Wal- 
lula reached here to-day from Escanaba light, 
the first time In the history of that port and of 
the lake ore trade when such a thing has oo- 
curred. 

The strike in the Ohio coal regions has also 
made soft-coal cargoes Very scarce up the lakes, 
and the late opening of Lake Superior to naviga- 
tion blocks all kinds of traffic, so that the vessel 
owners declare that they have not felt such 
stagnation since the phenomenally dull season 
of 1878. Wheat at Chicago is hard to get at 
bottom rates, and itis out of the question for 
any except the line boats, which run in connec- 
tion with railroads or big ore companies, to get 
business at rates that leave anything over ex- 
penses, to say nothing of covering the risks of 
navigation. 

There is prospect of some improvement when 
the ice gets out of Lake Superior, but it is not 
very bright Probably half the lake fleet will 
be tied up this week. 





The Hydrographic Office Chief. 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—The navy will havea 
now hydrographer. Lieut. Commander Richard- 
son Clover, who has ocoupied the place for the 
past three years, was to-day detached and 
granted seven months’ leave. He will go to 


California, where he has large business inter- 
ests, and whither he will be accompanied by 
Mrs. Clover. He willremain in California dur- 
ing the Summer, and on the expiration of his 
leave will go to sea. The Hydrographic Office 
has improved greatly under Mr. Clover’s direc- 
tion. The pilot chart issued Monday is now 
published in the office, and by this greater 
economy additional information is secured and 
a wider circulation given to the publication. 
Various important surveys have been made by 
the office and many valuable charts have been 
complied. 

Mr. Clover’s snceessor is Commander C, D. 
Sigsbee, who is at present in command of the 
Portsmouth at Newport, and who will take 
charge of the Hydrographic Office on May 31. 
The command of the Portsmouth will fall to 
Commander O. J. Barclay,

Commissioner Lochren’s Views. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—The new Commissioner 
of Pensions, Judge William Lochren of Minne- 
sota, began his duties to-day. 

‘“*T have not been in a position to give any 
time to the consideration of pension matters, 
orany other Governmental affairs, except in 
the most cursory way, owing to the exacting 
nature of my judicial duties,” said Judge Loch- 
ren. ‘“ Consequently I have outlined no policy 


and formulated no theories. All I have to do is 
to carry out existing laws.” 

Allusion being made to the immense sum of 
money that was now required for pensions, 
Judge Lochren said it was rather odd, conaider- 
ing that the war had been over nearly thirty 
years. He also referred to the fact that within 
avery few years the total pension payments 
had been doubled in volume, though this was a 
natural result of the liberal legislation of 1890. 
He thought there was a growing sentiment in 
the country in favor of reform in the matter of 
pensions, a sentiment that was reflected in 
many influential newspapers, Republican as 
well as Democratic.

HIS ATTORNEYS SEND A REMARK- 
ABLE BRIEF TO THE PRESIDENT. 


Wharges Against the Law Branch of the- 
Navy Department Under the Last Ad- 
ministration—Hostility of Secretary Tra- 
cy and the Department to an Officer— 
His Advisers Kept in Ignorance of Kec- 
ommendations of Examining Boards— 
Reasons j[Alleged for This Curious Action. 


Wasurxcron, May 9.—A most remarkable 
atate of affairs existed under Secretary Tracy in 
the law branch of the Navy Department, ‘ac- 
‘cording to the brief in the case of Pay Inspector 
John H. Stevenson of Brooklyn sent to the 
President by that officer’s attorneys, Roobfort 
& Stayton of New-York City. Secretary Her- 
bert on Monday appointed the third board for 
the examination of) Mr. Stevenson. The case is 
familiar to the readers of these dispatobes as one 
ofthe most curious over afore the Navy De- 
partment. 

Mr. Stevenson was eligible for promotion, and 
a@ board of officers recommended him for ad- 
‘Yancement. Secretary Tracy disapproved the 
findings, and the President sustained the de- 
-partment’s action. A new board was convened 
—an unusual proceeding—and also recommend- 
od promotion. Mr. Tracy again disapproved 
the findings, and President-Cleveland sustained 
Mr. Tracy’s action and sent the case back to 
the Navy Departme Meantime Mr. Tracy 
had another officer, jfmior to Stevenson, ex- 
amined and recommended for promotion. 

Reference is made in the lawyers’ brief to 
the ignorance in which Mr. Stevenson’s advis- 
ers have been kept of the recommendations of 
the boards and the indorsements of Mr. Tracy, 
@espite the off to secure this information, 
and notwithstanding the promises of the of- 
fiolals to furnish it. This ignorance on the part 
of the lawyers embarrassed their action, and is 
attributed by them “entirely to the hostility of 
'- the Navy Department.”

which Paymaster Allen had mado 
éoncerning his investigation at the New-York 
Navy Y Was better evidence than the eworu 
testimony of that officer would be. Itis impos- 
sible for us to believe that such good lawycre a8 
the department hasin it would be capable of 
sending out such an indorsement as thatins 
spirit of absolute fairness. Notonly, however, 
did it hold that this unverified report was the 
best evidence .aund that of Paymaster Alien 
would be secondary, but it in effect refused to 
rmit Paymaster Allen to appear before the 
oard unless the candidate would first state 
specifically what he expected to prove by the 
witness and why he wanted to prove such 
matters. 

“Ae it is clear that Mr. Allen may have 
known, and did in fact know, many matters 
which were not mentioned in his report, it is 
clear that it was essential to us that we be en- 
abled to take his testimony. While we are of 
opinion that it would have been improper to 
have required us to develop in advance to the 
other side what we expected to prove by our 
own witness, yet we would have done 80 had 
we been able. As it was, the department's law 
officer had had the opportunity of examining 
Mr, Allen and we had not, and we were there- 
fore obliged to say that we did not know what 
we could prove by him further than that we 
wanted e truth. The department then per 
mitted Paymaster Allen to appear before the 
board and give testimony. 

“Now it must be clear thatif the department 
had been of ae honestly that the report of 
Paymaster Allen was the best evidence in the 
case, and that his testimony was secondary, 
then it must Rave been able to arrive at that 
conolusion before it summoned Paymaster Al- 
len and put the Government to the expense of 
sending him to Washington; and in such @ case 
it would simply have referred back to the board 
its firet request that Paymaster Allen be sum- 
moned as a witness, saying that the report, and 
not the testimony, was the best evidence. It 
did not, however, do this. It ordered Mr. Allen 
on for special duty, and he consulted with the 
law officer of the Government, and it was 
then, after the Government had rne the ex- 
pense in the matter, that the department decid- 
ed that what he would say would not he 
the best evidence. We oan only believe that 
what the department really meant in that in- 
dorsement was that Mr. Allen’s testimony 
would not be the best testimony for them. 

“We think we are jistified in saying that an- 
other evidence of hostility is found in the fact 
that the Secretary has so far failed, despite our 
request, to acquaint us with the findings of the 
board or to let us know that the case was about 
to come to you foraction. It has, we believe, 
been an effort to harm Mr. Stevenson by 
stealth. 

“ Immediately after Mr. S8tevenson’s eoxamina- 
tion was closed, and before the record had been 
carefully examined, and some days before it 
had been sent to you, Pay, Inspector Caswell, 
who is one number junior to Mr. Stevenson, 
and would be entitled to promotion in case the 
latter officer should fail, was ordered to exam- 
ination for promotion by the Secretary. We 
assume that Mr. Casewell’s examination is an- 
other evidence of the hostility of the Secretary 
toward Mr. Stevenson, and that he intends to 
ask you torecommend Pay Inspector Caswell 
for promotion over the head of Pay Inspector 
Btevenson. 

**We believe that his conolusion (that of the 
Secretary) that Mr. Stevenson ds unfit is drawn 
from personal reasons, which it Is proper that 
we ould mention briefly. Pay Inspector 
Stevenson, while on duty at the Naval Academy, 
made a contract for the transportation of cer- 
tain provisions, by which business was taken 
from the Baltimore and Ohio Express Company 
and the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad and trans- 
ferred to the Adams Express Company and to 
the Pennsylvania Road. Mr. Thomas C. Platt 
Was at that time the head of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Express Company, and was on exceedingly 
friendly terms with Secretary Tracy, who was 
at that time counsel for the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad. Mr. Platt aceordingly wrote to Mr. 
@ letter marked ‘contidential’ concern- 
ing this man who had dared to take from their 
corporation business te give to a rival concern, 
and although Mr. Stevenson protested against 
the gross injustice of being punished without 
investigation, and although he asked earnestly 
for a court of inquiry or for some investigation, 
yet the department refused to accede and de- 
tached him from duty without proper investiga- 


tion. 

‘In conclusion, we respectfully invite atten’ 
tion to the fact that the different officors — 
whom Mr. Stevenson has served have re 

that he has performed his duties in an efficient 
and satisfactory ner, and have all con- 
ocurred in recommending him for promotion. 
Surely their opportunities for observation and 
their- knowledge of him must be greater than 
those of the Becretary of the Navs.”

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Secretary Lamont in- 


‘sists that the enlisted men shall be well repre- 


sented at this season's target practice. 
In @ general order issued to-day it‘is pro- 


‘vided that, except under special authority from 
the department commander, no enlisted man 


will be detached from hie troop or company 
during the target season, unless he shall have 
qualified for classification during the current or 
&@ previous practice season. When tho interests 


of the service can be as well subserved, no man 
shall be so detached unless ne has qualified as a 
marksman at least. 

If for any reason a P gent ye A classified en- 
listed man is detached, or is absent from his 
company during the target season, for any 
cause, and has no opportunity to practice dur- 
ing the current season, he will be olassitied with 
his company on the basis of his last seasun’s 
record. 

In other words, every man borne on the rolls 
of a company at the date of the target report 
will be classified except those excluded under 
the provisions of Paragraph 506c, Small-Arms 
Firing Regulations.

Itis admitted that the 
company has no funds, and that it owes, as 
originally stated, $100,000 of unpaid losses 
and $100,000 more for money borrowed on its 
stook. Besides this actual indebtedness, the 
company is responsible for unearned premiums 
admitted to aggregate $268,000. 

The principal item of assete is $260,000 of 
outstanding premiums, but it is stated that only 
about one-fourth of this amount is collectable.

AFFAIRS IN A BAD TANGLE 


RESULT OF OLOSING OORDAGE 
COMPANY’S TRANSFER BOOKS. 


Stock Exchange Authorities Kept Busy— 
Chancellor McGill Would Not Modify 
His Order—Measures to Counteract Its 
Effects—Working the Company’s 
Statement—Business Light and Declines 
in Prices the Rule—S. V. White’s Pay- 
ment to His Oreditors.

Wall Street has seldom seen a worse tangle 
than that resulting from the closing of the 
transfer books of the National Cordage Com- 
pany. Itkept the Stock Exchange authorities 
busy yesterday, and, although they did what 
they could, they did not succeed in settling the 
difficulty by any means. 

As matters stood yesterday morning, the 
order of Chancellor MeGill of New-Jersey. 
directing that the books be closed, was in force, 
and as a partial offset the Committee on Securi- 
ties of the Stock Exchange had made a ruling 
declaring that stock in the names of members 
of firms which had recently failed, or guaran- 
teed by them, wasa good delivery. That was 
expected to prove of considerable importance 
in relieving the situation. 

Before noon news reached the Street that the 
Chancellor had declined to modify his order. 
He wonld make no further order in regard to 
the transfer of Cordage stock until he was satis- 
fied that the creditors were secure. He had 
made suggestions to counsel, and if they were 
carried out’ he would take such action as might 
be necessary. 

The Chancellor, also declared that the report 
thatthe papers on which the receivers were 
appointed were faulty was nottrue. They were 
regular and in proper form. 

The particular case before the Chancellor 
yesterday was the application of Charlee L. Cor- 
bin for authority to record on the books of the 
Cordage Trust the transfer of 1,900 certificates, 
representing many thousand shares of stock 
which changed hands last week. 

When the news ofthe Judge's decision reached 
the Stock Exchange the Committee on Secouri- 
ties had another meeting. The elosing of the 
books was causing a great deal of trouble, and 
all sorte of complications resulting from the in- 
ability to make deliveries ot Cordage stook, 
regularly sold, were foreseen. The committee 


voted to issue an order forbidding closing out 
contracts under the rule in case of failure to 
deliver Cordage stock To-day it will have 
another meeting in the ho of being able to 
take further steps to end the eee 

This squabble over the transfer books was 
not the only thing to keep up Wall Street’s in- 
terest in Cordage. With it came rcporte that 
members of the Stock Exchange were planning 
efforts to have the stock thrown off the list 
Btories, too, of a stock assessment as a feature 
of the reorganization of the trust, hel to in- 
crease the feeling of uncertainty, which was not 
lessened by the general estimate that the Cord- 
ogee r out would be found to foot up 
88. . or more. The bulk of it is held out- 
side the oity, but half a dozen New-York banks 
are said to have over $500,000 of it. In the 
lot is paper of the main company, of the sub- 
ordinate conoerns, and individual paper, all 
—- of course, directly or indirectly, on ita 
ore : 

At the Cordage Company’s offices, in Front 
Street, Appleton Sturgis, speaking for the offi- 
cers, said that work en a statement of the com- 
any’s affairs was going on, and would result 
Dn thé production of a voluminous document, 
which, in turn, would have to be brought down 
to reasonable size.

‘or uge, and until that was done the work of re- 
organization could not be undertaken. 

Charles L. Atterbury, of counsel to the com- 
pany, spoke hopefully of the prospects for a re- 
ccenneeen. which seemed to be assured, he 
said. The conferences held with bankers on the 
subject had been confined so far to the —— 
companies, and the subsidiary corporations had 
not yet been taken up. 

Wall Street continued to receive tidings of 
Cordage receivership proceedings in other

M. Waterbury and G. W. Loper ancillary re- 
ceivers for tae National Company.

GUARDING AGAINST OHOLERA. 


Health Board Recommendations for Pre- 
cautions Along the Elevated Roads. 





In view of a possible visitation of cholera this 
year, Dr. Charles F. Roberts, Sanitary Superin- 
tendent of the Health Department, has exam- 
ined all the elevated railway stations and ter- 
minals, and his report has been sent to the 
Manhattan Railway Company. He says. 

“T recommend that they [the railroads} be reauired 
to construct isolating rooms for employes on the 

ound fioor of their structures at Third avenne and 
Cost Ninety-ninth Street and West One Hundred 
and Forty-fifth Street and Kighth Avenue. These 
rooms should be not less than 15 by 20 feet, have a 
water-tight floor, be fitted with a steam chest four 
feet square, so arranged that the articles placed 
therein may be exposed to live steam, have two 
spring »b and biankets and two snitable 
receptacles containing disinfecting solutions. 
Bed pana, emesis basins, and drugs euitable for 
emergenoy in case of cholera cocurring should also 
be provided. At the stations at, East Nineteenth 
Street on the Second Avenue line, at East HKight- 
eenth Btreeton the Third Avenue line, at West 
Eighteenth Street on the Sixth Avenue line, and 
West Eighteenth Street on the Ninth Avenue line 
a portion of the waiting rooms should be set apart 
for the reception of any one attacked with cholera on 
the trains, and these rooms should be properly par- 
titioned off and provided with beds, atretohers, dis- 
infecting solutions, &c., suitable for such an emor- 
geney.” 

The Board of Directors of the Ladies’ Health 
Protective Association had an audience with 
the full Board of Health yesterday. They urged 
the baling of stable refuse, the enforcement of 
the regulation against carrying soiled clothes 
in street cars, the putting up of placards in re- 
lation to this rule, and the ostablishment of re- 
tiring rooms for women in publio buildings. 
They were promised that proper attention 
would be given to their protesta and requests.

OTTAWA, Ontario, May 9.—An order in Coun- 
cil has been passed adopting ao test oase for ref- 
erence to the Supreme Court of Canada ein- 
bodying the question at issue under the appeal 
of the Roman Catholic minority for ‘remedial 
legislation” against the Manitoba act of 1890, 
abolishing Catholio separate schools in that 
province.

MR. CLEVELAND'S NEW ORDER | 





ONLY THE BLATANT OFFIOE 
SEEKERS EXPRESS DISGUST. 


Unqualified Praise from Senators and Rep- 
resentatives—The Presentation of Place- 
Hunting Constituents to the President 
Had Become a Burden to Them—An 
Abuse that Was Bound to Grow if 
Not Checked—The Outgoing Trains 
Crowded with Grumbling Patriots. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—The order of President 
Cleveland declining personal interviews with 
office seekers meets with such general approval 
by Senators and Representatives that the mem- 
ber who thinks it unreasonable has not yet 
been heard from. As long as it is possible for a 
visitor in search of office in State, Treasury, In- 
terior, or any other department to get “his 
member” to take him up:to the President, the 
member would be required to present himself 
with his charge. This ordeal had become hor- 
ribly distasteful to most of the mombers, and 
they would have gone home to escape it, if it 
had not been for the fact that at home the press- 
ure is worse thanit. here. 

Six Senators and /,e Representatives called 
on Mr. Cleveland -day before the Cabinet 
mecting began at 1o’slook. They obeyed the 
letter of the Presi snt’s new rules and brought 
no constituents with them. No attempts were 
made by persons other than Senators and Rep- 
resentatives to see the Prosident. It was a 
very quiet day, the quietest at the White House 
since March 4, with the exception of the period 
duriug which the President was absent in New- 
York and Chicago. 

One of those who saw the President was Rep- 
resentative Bynum of Indiana. He said he was 
glad the President had taken such decided 
action, and he believed. it would be followed by 
similar orders from the various Cabinet officers. 
He hoped it would. The rush for offices, he 
said, wae greater than ever before—twice as 
gTeatasit was during the first term of Mr. 
Cleveland. lit was his opinion that something 
had to be done to stop the rush in order to allow 
the President to attend to the public business. 

One Western Representative said to-day that 
when, he was recently at home he was 80 beset 
by hundreds of applicants for office that he 
hurried back to Washington for rest. “ One 
more day of it,” he said, “ would have driven 
me mad.” 

Those who have had experience of that sort 
agree with the President. The Secretary of the 
Treasury declared one day last week that the 
rush for ottice was ‘‘ appalling.” It seemed to 
him that people imagined that all the Secretary 
Was created for was to find places for all welli- 
recommended persons. 

There will be some dissatisfaction, doubtless, 
but it will come from the blatant office seekers 
men of that bold-talking, useless sort that 
“oheek” their way to the Capitol and trust to 
making an impression without deserving it, 
and who may be appointed to be got rid of. 

The trouble about the abuse attacked by the 
President is that it was bound to grow if not 
abolished. If ten men from one State could 
call upon the President to ask for an ged 
ment for one of their number, there could be no 
good reason given why 10,000 should not do 
the same thing for other persons. To maintain 
that every citizen has aright to do what any 
oltizen may do, and that any citizen may be an 
office seeker at the White House, makes the 
proposition at once preposterous. 

President Cleveland has made one mistake 
about the order. He issued it two or three 
wecks later than it should have appeared. He 
abridges no one’s rights. All that he does is to 
compel the office seeker to file his application in 
the proper department and to abandon the idea 
of ple ing his own case, in person, in the Pres- 
ident’s office. 

The kind of personal vanity that imagines 
some advantage lies in personal appearance, 
charm of conversation, and general aptitude 
to impress is not commonly assurance of good 
executive ability. ; 

It was not to be expected thatthe creat body 
of office seekers now in Washington would take 
kindly to the announcement by the President. 
There has been grumbling at the down-town 
hotels, where most of the oftice-seeking army 
is encamped, butthe grumblers find no syin- 
pathizers except the hotel keepers and the pro- 
prietors of boarding houses. . 

The outgoing trains, crowded with patriots 
sorry that they did notsatart for home weeks 
ago and stop the heavy expense to which they 
have been subjected since they began their hunt 
fer places, prove that Mr. Cleveland has been 
taken at his word. 

There have been anumber of amusing inol- 
dents in connection with Mr. Cleveland's order. 
A fat wan from one of the Southern States, who 
bas beeh in Washington since March 4, and has 
made peg: A a trip to the Exeoutive Mansion, 
heard of the announcement early this morning 
and came puffing down Newspaper Row to as- 
certain if it were true. 

He bought a morning paper, and the first 
thing he saw was the President’s declaration, 
undera “scare” head. He read it carefuily, 
folded up the paper, and then, in tones which 
faithfully indicated the state of his mind, he 
said to the newsman: 

“Does that man think he owns the White 
House t”’ 

The newsdealer had no opinions to dispose of, 
and the fat man waddled k to his lodgings 
to pack bis grip. 

A prominent Treasury official said to Tue 
New-York TiMEs’s correspondent this after- 
noon that the embargo placed upon tho office 
seekers had made it necessary for him to dodge 
two prominent Democrats from his Btate to-day. 

*“ One of them,”’ he said in explanation, ‘‘is a 
candidate for the Postmastership in one of our 
principal cities. He spent a good deal of his 
time here after the inauguration of Mr. Cleve- 
land in looking after his candidacy. 

‘“ About two weeks ago he came to me for ad- 
vice. He wanted to know whether it would be 
better for him to go to the White House at once 
with a letter from me and plead his oase, or go 
home and return a fortnight later with a friend 
of his who was intimately acquainted with the 
President and was willing to introduce him and 
put in a good word for him, 

‘“[Ttold him that it seemed to me the wiser 
plan to go home and wait until his friend was 
ready to come to Washington. He took my ad- 
vice. This morning he returned with his friend, 
only to discover that the White House was 
closed to him. I have felt saneoey ever since 
I saw the look of disgust which he wore when 
Imet him this morning. Hereafter I shall try 
to avoid giving advice in political matters.” 

It is predicted that one effect of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s statement will be to increase the number 
of eallers upon the Cabinet officers. Under the 
present rules these officers are barred from the 
public on Tuesdays aud Fridays. which are 
Cabinet days, and some of them have hedged 
themselves behind rules whioh effectually keep 
office seekers at bay for several hours in the 
other working days of the week. 

Secretary Carlisle received only four applica- 
tions for places Monday from New-York Demo- 
crats. Jacob D. Loewenstein of New-York City 
applied to be Special Treasury Agent. Patrick 
Barefield Cassidy of New-York, through 
“friends,” asked to be made Assistant Ap- 

raiser at the New- York Custom House. Thomas 

umford of New-York made known his desire 
to be an Inspecter of Steam Boilers. William 
Douglas of New-York signified his willingness 
to be enrolled in the Customs Service. 





A NEEDED DECLARATION. 


Senator McMillan of Michigan Likes the 
Order About Applications for Office. 


“Office hunters are atill pretty thick in Wash- 
ington,” Senator James MoMillan of Michigan 
said to a NEw-YORK TIMES reporter at the Hol-

“I cannot say that the number is as large as 
it was shortly after the inauguration of Prosi- 
dent Cleveland, because I do not know just how 
large the crowd is now.

THE NEW-YORK’S TRIAL TRIP. 


Instructions Issued for the Test Off the 
Massachusetts Coast. 


WASHINGTON, May 9. —Secretary Herbert has 
issued his instructions to the board of officers 
detailed to assemble on the new cruiser New- 
York at Philadelphia Wednesday, to examine 
her and conduct her trial. 

After the examination of the vessel at Phila- 
delphia, the board will proceed in her to the 
vicinity of Cape Ann, Massachusetts, where she 
will have her speed trial over a measured course 
forty miles in length. The vessel will be run 
over the course twice, or, in case the contractors 
should be dissatisfied with the results obtained 
by these runs, they may make a second series of 
runs. 

The board will be guided inthe performance 
of ite duties by the contracts, plans, and speoci- 
fications for the vessel, and while the depart- 
ment relies upon its disoretion in making its 
examination, it requests that the report shali 
show the conclusions upon the following im- 
portant points: 

“ Whether the vesset is sufficiently strong to carry 
the armament, equipment, coal, stores, and ma 
chinery indicated fa the plans. 

“Whether the hull, fittings, and machinery, inolud- 
ing engines, boilers, and appurtenances, of the ves- 
sel are strong and well built and in strict con- 


formity with 
specifications.’ 


The Bennington and Vesuvius and the tugs 
Lynden, Fortune, and Nina have been placed 
at the diaposal or the board to render any aa- 
sistance necessary during the trial. 

Instructions were also issued to the engineer 
officers of the board, directing them to give the 
department the fullest possible knowledge of 
the workings of the machinery and to include 
their opinion of the workings of all ite parte. 


Boston, May 9.—The forthcoming trial of the 
splendid armored cruiser New-York is the prin- 
cipal topic of conversation in naval ciroles. 


There are great expectations of this vessel, 
which, in point of speed, dimensions, and 
equipment, caste such noble craft as the Maine 
and Texas into the shadow. 

Even Long Island Sound was too shallow for 
her trial. Of course the New-York is hot so 
massive that she would bump along the bottom 
of the Sound, but with a draught of 25 feet the 
suction even in such water would be + Ky 
ble. The New-York has as tonnage of 8,150, as 
against 6,648 in the case of the Maine and 6,300 
in the Texas. As for speed, Uncle Sam has 
hardly a oraft afloat that can keep in sight of 
her, even if only her contract speed of 21 knots 
is obtained. This, of course, is a stiff pace for a 
craft that takes as much water as the greak 
British cruiser Blake, but uniess it is considera- 
bly exceeded there will bea disappointment, 
for $50,000 bonus is paid for every quarter knot 
made above that point. 

There is now a cruiser on the stocks that in 
speed and size promises to outstrip the New- 
York, but until she is commissioned the ship 
that bears the name of the Empire State will be 
queen of the ocean. Uncle 8am, itis true, now 
has three larger craft, the Indiana, the Massa- 
chusetts, and the Oregon, each of which has a 
tonnage of 10,200, but these are war ships, not 
cruisers, and, therefore, should not be placed in 
the same class. Rear Admiral Belknap of 
Brookline, who is President pf the inspection 
board, says that the New-York is about the 
roomiest craft he ever saw. The other mem- 
bers of the board detailed for the trial by Secre- 
tary Herbert are Commanders P. H. Cooper and 
Cc. F. Geodrich, Lieut. Commander J. N. Hemp- 
hill, Lieuta. T. C. MoLean, K. Niles, L. L. Reamy, 
(Recorder,) and Henry MoCrea, Ensigns W. W. 
Bucbanan and T. Washington, Naval Con- 
atructors J. Feaster and J. J. Woodward, and 
Chief Engineers J. W. Thomson, I. R. McNary, 
and J. H. Chasmar. 

Admiral Belknap went to Philadelphia to-day 
to attend a meeting of the board at Cramp’s 
shipyard, when the date of trial will be set. It 
is likely that the test may be made late next 
week, but fair weather will be the determining 
factor. The cruiser Bennington will begin the 
laying out of the course to-morrow. It has 
been decided not to erect beacons, but, instead, 
small boats from the Bennington and United 
States tug Fortune will be anchored along the 
course to take the tidal observations. In addi- 
tion, these boats will afferd fixed points from 
which to sight in making therun. The light- 
house keepers at either end of the course will 
put out buoys. The water over this course is 
trom 30 to 50 fathoms deep. 


BANE OF VICTORIA FAILS. 


The Sixth of the Australian Institutions to 
Go Under.

MELBOURNE, May 9.—The Bank of Victoria, 
Limited, has suspended. 

According to the balance sheet of last Decem- 
ber, the deposits amounted to over £7,000,000. 
J. D. Law is the General Manager, aud A. E. 
Wallis the Accountant. The failure is of great 
importance. The bank had several branches, 
and its London olfice was 28 Clemert’s Lane, 
EC 

The liabilities are about double the subscribed 

capital, which is 21,200,000. 
The Bank of Victoria is the sixth Australian 
bank to suspend since April 1 last. The first 
to go under was the Commercial Bank of Aus- 
tralia, from which more than £2,000,000 had 
been withdrawn in the previous twelve months. 
The final collapse was caused by the withdraw- 
alof £150,000. The second bank to fail was 
the English, Scottish, and Australian Charter 
Bank, which closed its doors April 11 with lia- 
bilities amounting to £8,000,000. This instita- 
tion was one of the oldest in the solonies, and 
claimed to have a paid-up capital of 2900,000 
and a reserve fund of £310,000. The iast bal- 
ance sheet made public, in September, 1892, 
showed deposita of almost £6,000,000. 

The third institation to suspend was the Aus- 
tralian Joint Stock Bank, which fatleé April 19 
with liabilities of £13,000,000, Tha deposits 
amounted to 211,000,000. The paid-up capital 
of this bank was claimed to be £704,304, the 
reserve fund £500,000, and the further liability 
of its shareholders 2360,926. The fourth to 
close its doors, whioh it did April 24, was the 
London Ohartered Bank of Austratia. It hada 
paid-up capital of £1,000,000, a reserve fund of 
£320,000, and its total deposits reached nearly 
£7,000,000. i 

The fifth of the failures was that of the Na- 
tional Bank of Australasia, which suspended 
April 29. Its authorized capital was £2,00)),- 
000, ita subscribed capital 21,250,000, its paid- 
up capital £1,000,000, its reserve fund £670,- 
000, and the reserve liability of ite shareholders 
£1,500,000. Its assets were estimated at £10,- 
000,000 and its liabilities in the colonies alone 
at 27,500,000. Between April 10 and 20 more 
than £6,500,000 was withdrawn in deposits. 
The total deposits of the bank reached nearly 
£9,000,000, of which about 15 per cent. be- 
longed in England. The total deposite of the 
Bank of Victeria were £6,518,294, of which 
nearly 17 pet cent. belongs in Great Britain. 

This orisis in the affairs of the banxs of 
Australia has been brought about by specula- 
tion in unproductive land and overtrading. All 
the colonial Governments have in the last tive 
years borrowed immense sums of money for in- 
ternal improvements, but since the Baring fail- 
ure, two years ago, money has been hard to get. 
and shrewd investors have for a long time been 
looking forward to the present crash. The debts 
of the colonies are the greatest, per capita, in 
the world. 

Lumber Shovers’ Lock-Out at Tonawanda. 

TONAWANDA, N. Y., May 9.—The steamer Min- 
eral Rock arrived this morning with four barges 
loaded with white pine from Bay City, Mich. 
There are twelve loaded barges at the dooks. 
Six barges. have been unloaded by the Poles so 
far, and it is thought they will be abie to 
handle all that come along. 

Sheriff Ensign came from Lockport with 
twenty-six deputies this morning, but there is 
nothing for them to do, as the locked-out union 
men are rigidly adhering to the policy of peace. 
The people sympathize with the men and help 
is being freely offered the union. 

The Poles are being brought from Buffalo in 
crowds. Three hundred and forty came down 
this morning. A hotel is now being built on 
Tonawanda Island for the accommodation of 
The lumbermen still con- 
tinue to discharge men who are members of the 
Millbands and Yardmen’s Union.

AN INTERNATIONAL PROTEST MAY 
BE SENT TO THE OZAR. 


Ex-Commissioner of Immigration Weber 
Declares that the People Now Sen- 
tenced to Ranishmenut from Poland 
Are a Most Undesirable Class, Because 
They Have Been Coerced Inte Habits 
of Indolence—He Thinks that Our Gov< 
ernment Should Take Action. 


The news publishedén Taz New-Yorx Times 
of Sunday from its London correspondent con- 
cerning the ejectment of the Jews from Poland 
in obedience to edicts issued by the Russian 
Government during the last three months has 
aroused the interest of Christians as well as 
Jows in New-York, because the mass of thé 
exiles will land at this port should they suo © 
ceed in gaining the ports of Germany and be 
permitted to sail 

“TI was greatly interested in therartiole,” said 
ex-Commissioner of Immigration John B. Weber 
to a New-York Times reporter yesterday. Col. 
Weber spent nearly five months in Europe lass 
Summer and Fall with Dr. Walter Webster of 
Wisconsin and several other special Immigrant 
Inspectors, and during that period the two 
gentlemen mentioned had every opportunity to 
study the situation so graphically daseribed by 
THe New-York TimEs’s correspondent. 

“TI think the time has arrived,” conutfmued 
Col. Weber, “ when the United States Govern 
ment should take some action in this mateer. 
This class of immigrants is the most andesirable 
that could come to our shores. The Europesa 
nations do not want them, and will willingly 
belp Russia to thrust them upon us. The Czar’s 
Government has the idea, based wholly on our 
attitude in the past, that the United States will 
at least give a passive welcome te these. people.” 

‘** What course would you suggest that the 
United States should pursue to prevent the 
threatened influx?” 

* I would suggest that the Government call 
Russia's attcition to the matter through-our 
Minister in St. Petersburg.” 

“ And if that fails to produce the destred 
effect?” 

“Then have our Government request the 
other European powers to act in concert with 
us to attain this end. Germany doesn’t want 
the exiles, Austria hates them, and France de- 
Spises them. Yet, if the tide begins to move, 
all those countries will be overrun. The great 


bulk of the immigrants will come here, but a 
large number will settle in osher of 
Europe and create the very trouble { de 
sired to avoid here.” ‘ 

“ And that trouble?” 

“It’s just this. A majority of the Poles 
against whom the recent edicts are directed 
were agriculturally inclined, but simee they 
have been forced into the towns they ti be- 
come indolent and idle. They ares and 
Careless, and so long as they can getenough to 
eat and drink they will not work And that is 
the kind of life they would pursue here.” 

“What is the occasion of this of the 
Russian Government against the Polisi Jews t” 

“ It is due toa suspicion which the Czar en- 
tertains that the Poles have been quietly form- 
ulating a plan to precipitate a revolution which. 
if succeseful, would place Poland once mors 
among the nations ef the earth. While 
through Siberia I was talking with an ed 
Pole about the wretchedness of his country, 
when he turned to me and, with a fierce light 
his eyes and a deep f of pathos in his 
voice, he said: ‘ arsaw! once the 
proud capital of a great nation, now a 
olal town!” 

“In these words he expressed the feeling of 
every patriotic Pole. There is alarge square in 
the heart of the City of Warsaw which contains 
& monument commemorative of the victory of 
the Russiansin 1832. To this day no true Peis 
ever passes through that square, no matier how 
urgent his business may be. Last Fall the 
women of Poland proposed to wear black gowns 
all this year as a mark of sorrow, but the Gov- 
eens discountenanced the attempt and it 

ailed. 

“The successive conquests made from the 
territory ot Poland brought. inte Russian do- 
mains whatis now known as the ‘Jewish Pale 
of Settlement,’ in which the Jews the right 
to live, although driven vy the laws of 
1882 from the farm lands, except in a few 
places. In all but the Southern and Southeast- 
ern Provinces the Palein a flat, sandy ae 
The soil was never productive and seems 
capable of sustaining the population on it. The 
Southern and Southeastern Provinces, 
ally the Crimes, are rich agricultural 
in fact, the garden of the empire. 

“A royal edict compels the Jews to remain 
within a territory of about the area of the State 
of Texas. In 1891 im this territory were nearly 
25,000,000 inhabitants, of whem as least 4,000, 
00C were Jews. 

The first actual attempt of the Governments 
to make things unpleasant for the Jows was in 
1882, when the following order, znewna as the 
May law, was promulgated: 

“*As @ temporary measure, and until a general 
revision has been made in a proper manner of the 
laws concerning the Jews, it is forbidden to, the 
Jews hencefor to settle outside the towns and 
townlets, the only exception admitted im 
those Jewish colonies t have exis 
and whose inhabitants are agricalturists.’ 

‘Artisans were peculiarly affected by this. 
Many of them were Jows, and they were in- 
vited by the Government to go into Greater 
Poland and Russia proper and help bulld up the 
schools and factories. This was only a Diind to 
ultimately effect their banishment After @ 
time they were sent into’ the Pale, but they 
found their old homes taken and they were 
driven into the towns. These being a 
overcrowded, they could obtain no work, 
starvation faced them As a result they hed te 
emigrate oa the little money left them. 

“T could relate to you hundreds of instances 
of this systematic oppression and persecation, 
but, as they are all similar, I think our people 
will admit that I.am not colering the facts 
when I state that the scenes whieh | witnessed 
in the Pale surpassed anything I ever 2aw be 
fore.”’ 

In conclusion Col. Weber read a paragrapa 
from his official report. It was as follows: 

“ While the principle of non-intervention in the reg- 
ulation and management of domestic affairs of 
toreign countries is recognizel and generally ob- 
served by ali nations, especially by the United 
States, it cannot lu respect of the Russian Govern- 
ment be regarded as @ triendly acs to strip these per- 
sons of their subatance and force them te our land 
impoverished in means and crushed in spirit. To 
push these people upon us im a condition which 
makes our duty of self-protection war againet the 
spirit of our institutions and the ordinary instincts 
of humanity calls fora protest 60 omphatic that is 
will be Both heard and heeded.” 

“ What action wiil the Trustees of the Baron 
Hirsch Fund take if large‘numbers of Jews ar- 
rive heret”’ 

That question cannot be answered atthe 
present time. We are now reorganizing, and 
we hope to have the little colony at Woodbine, 
N, J., on a paying basis withia a short time... A 
mistake was originally made when tep fam 
of Jews who had been in this country a number 
of years were induced to settle in the colony. 
They proved themselves mischief makers from 
the start They had been accustomed to city 
hahits, and they were not long in the colony 
when they made many of the others believe thas 
city life was the right one after all. This apiriz . 
of diseontent became se pronounced that it de- 
moralized the colony. 

“Ws are now trying to restore confidence. 
The first thing we will do will be to remove the 
disturbing elements, and, [ think, after this is 
done tbe settlera will recognize that we are 
really trying to aid them. The town site fis a 
pleasing one, the factories are in good condition; 
avd the farms show evidences of careful 


age.” 





Catholic Knights of America. 

Ourcaco, May 9.—The Supreme Counoil of 
the Catholic Knights of America began an im- 
portant session here to-day, with representa- 
tives present from every State in the Union, 
They represent 600 chapters, with a member 
ship of 23,000.

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WORMAL CONDITIONS PREVAIL IN 
WALL STREET ONCE MORE. 


Prices Reacted, but the Declines Were 
Watched with Great Equanimity—In- 
vestment and Foreign Buying No Longer 
Proneunced—Unfavorable Crop Reports 
and Numerous! Failures at Home and 
Abroad—The Government Gaining Gold, 
but Shipments Soon Probable. 


VEWw-Yorx«k ; 
Turspay, May 9—P. M. 

The stock market was much less active 
to-day, and was more ffearly normal than 
atany time since the excitement which 
culminated last Friday. The opening 
prices were all fractionally lower than yes- 
terday, and during the first hour the de- 
eline in the majority of stocks was quite 
pronounced. Sugar was the most active 
stock on the list. It opened down 1, at 
891g and almost immediately dropped 2 
points more. Then it rallied to 91, after 
which it declined, almost without a rally, 
to 867% Inthe early afternoon it sold up 
to 89 again, and then sagged back to 85\. 
Once more it got up to 894, but in the late 
trading fell back to 8742, closing at 87 34, a 
net less of 353 points. The great irregu- 
larity in the stock was duo to the opera- 
tions of the insiders, who evidently had for 
gale some of the stock they acquired in the 
recent depression. 

Cordage suffered from the tangle into 
which the company’s affairs have fallen, 
and on talk of a reorganization plan which 
will involve an assessment of $10 a share 
onthe common stock. At the opening it 
broke from 17 to 1219, recovered to 16, and 
afterward sold back to 13%, closing a 
fraction higher, but at a net lossof 3% 
points. Cordage preferred was especially 
weak. It opened 11 points down at 59, 
and then went off to 477%, closing at 50,a 
net loss of 20 points on transactions num- 
bering something less than 6,000 shares. 
General Electric had apparently little sup- 
port and broke from 8lto 76, closing at 
7644, a loss of 4% points. A reorganization 
ef the property is said to be contemplated, 
the’ necessity for it, according to current 
rumors, being a floating debt beyond the 
ability of its cash resources. American 
casas n Oil was weak, declining from 40 to 

331g, but closing at 36, a net loss of 4 
points, Distilling and Cattle Feeding de- 
elined to 185s, and closed at 191,, a net 
loss of 24g points. There were rumors that 
the concern was in new trouble over ma- 
turing obligations, and of a possible re, 
ceivership growing out of them. The Di- 
rectors denied the latter part of the story 
by telegraph. Chicago Gas fell from 75% 
to 7224 and closed at 7342. The other in- 
dustriais were also weak and showed little 
recuperative power. 

The weakness extended to the railway 
list, the net result of the day’s trading in 
the active list being declines extending 
from 1 to 23g points, the latter on Northern 
Pacific preferred. Louisville and Nash- 
ville, which has been well held throughout 
ull the excitement, developed weakness to- 
day, declining 24 points, although its net 
loss was only 15 points. New-England 
end Reading lost small fractions, but the 
trading in them was by no means heavy. 
Manhattan, after selling at 135, declined 
to 13214 and closed at 133, a net loss of a 
point. Western Union sold down to 85 
and was heavy at the close. 

The check in the improvement which 
was apparent to-day was due to the cessa- 
tion of investment. buying and to the 
marketing of stocks by those who were 
purehasers during the recent great de- 
pression. The buying for foreign account 
seems also to have exhausted itself. There 
is no longer any fear of a sudden collapse 
in Wall Street, but operators do not take 
a very cheerful view of the outside situa- 
tion. Reports as to the crops are not satis- 
factory, and the showing to be made by 
the Agricultural Bureau’s figures, due to- 
morrow, are not expected to be over-en- 
eouraging. Failures in the West, both of 
private firms and banking institutions, are 
depressing in their frequency. 

The news from abroad is even worse than 
athome. The suspension of the Bank of 
Victoria, Australia, is another important 
addition to the long list of collapses in that 
country. The demand for money in Lon- 
don is growing pressing, and the opinion 
among bankers is thatthe Bank of Eng- 
land will again advance its rate of dis- 
counton Thursday. The foreign exchange 
market is once more advancing toward the 
gold-exporting point, and although nothing 
definite is known as yet it is believed that 
the shipments of gold on Saturday will 
amount to about $3,000,000. In the mean- 
time, however, the Treasury continues to 
gain gold, the national banks of St. Louis 
having to-day turned into the Treasury 
$2,000,000 in exchange for legal tenders 
and bank notes. Wall.Streetis probably 
the least disturbed financial centre in the 
world to-day, it having passed through its 
crisis without important disaster.

The matter was referred to the Aidermen's 
Committee on Railroads. Two or three hear- 
ings were held and there was much opposition 
from property owners to the oxtension south of 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street. 

When the board met yesterday ths committes 
was ready with an sdverse report. It was 
sicned by Aldermen Morgan, Muh, Brown, and 
Wand, Vice President Noonan did not sign it; 
neither did Aldermen Schott and Murphy. The 
latter was not present. The — said: “We 
are of the opinion that the public convenience 
and necessity do not require the building of the 
roads for which the petition is made, along the 
routes proposed, at the present time.” 

Alderman Oakley moved that the matter be 
laid over one week. 

It appears that the “organization” order was 
to adopt the report of the committee at once. 

Alderman Oakley said that his only reason 
for desiring to postpone action on the matter 
was because of the absence of Alderman Mur- 

hy. Aldermen Brown and Morgan opposed 

® proposition to lay over, but when the vote 
was en, the report was laid over for one 
week by a vote of 14to1l. Those voting for 
delay were Aldermen Baumert, Donovan, Eise- 
man, Geoks, McGuire, Martin, Oakley, ©’ Brien, 
Owens, Parks, Prague, Rinn, Saul, and & W 
Smita. Those who voted against delay were 
President McClellan, Vice President N@onan, 
Aldermen Brown, Burke, Fiynn, Lantry, Long, 
Morgan, Muh, Tait, and Wund. 

One of the Aldermen said after the meeting 
that the influence of the Crimmins railroad 
syndicate and the Union Ratiroad Company or 
“ Huckieberry’’ Road had probably been ex- 
erted to defeat the application of the ‘Whird 
Avenué Company. 

Another curious thing about yesterday's meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen was that when 
only six general orders had been passed—there 
are 100 awaiting attention—Aidermen Parks 
and Muh slipped out of the room, and by so 
doing they destroyed the necessary quorum for 
the passage of genera} orders. Consequentiy 
the board had to adjourn. 

There were no general orders at all passed 
last week, and it is said that there was a general 
understanding among certain Aldermen that 
very few should be passed yesterday. 

Some Aldermen have not yet got over their 
feeling of resentment, owing to the alleged neg- 
lect of the City Fathers during the naval review 
ceremonies, and because President McClellan is 
Secretary of the Committee of One Hundred 
they feel offended for some unknown reason at 
him.

It 
Was recognized as a bold step, in which a fixed 
purpose to proselyte Hebrews was distinctly 
- gvowed. The disclosure of efforts in this direc- 
tion in Tur New-York Trwes had made longer 
- eoncealment useless, and the action of the 
Presbytery was construed to mean that the 
representatives of the Presbyterian denomina- 
tion had decided to give formal and emphatic 
approval to this work in the full light of pub- 


licity. 

No formal request had been received yester- 
@ay afternoon at the office of the Home Board of 
Missions to give Jewish mission work, in the 
langhage of the resolution, “its special atten- 
tion at this time.” Those in charge at that office 
did not seem in a hurry to get such a request. 

Willingness that the subject should be talked 
about before the Home Board came to the point 
of sending missionaries to the Jews or spending 
money in thnt field was manifested elsewhere 
aiso among the Presbyterians. 

The Rev. Dr. A. F. Schauffier was specially 
@osirous to have it understood that what he did 
ih the Presbytery whs as a member of the 
Charch Extension Committee of that body and 
as a Presbyterian, and had no bearing upon his 
management of the City Mission and Traci sSo- 
oiety, which is avowedly undenominational aud 
noh-sectarian, although in the work it hus done 
among Jews Dr. Schauiiler and the Lev.

ESOAPE FROM SING SING. 


Prof. Herrmann Shows:How Easily It Can 
Be Accomplished with His Aid. 





Prof. Herrmann, in presence of a few invited 
guests, gave a ‘‘rehearsal”’ at the Grand Opera 
House Tuesday afternoon of a new iilusion sug- 
gested to him by the recent double escape from 
Sing Sing. It proved to be one of the most sur- 
prising and effective of all the mysteries which 
the great magician has introduced to the public, 

On the stage stood two large cages, represent- 
ing ten celis at Sing Sing Prison. They were 
constructed entirely of bars, through which the 
vision penetrated on every side. Both were 
raised from the floor, so that any person or 
thing passing downward could be seen. To one 
of these cages the professor led & struggling 


men clad in prison garb, pushed him in, and se- 
curely locked the door. Curtains were then 
lowered on all sides, shutting the convict from 
view. The professor then leveled a pistol at 
the cage and fired. In an instant the convict 
came running from the lobby of the theatre 
down the centre of the aisie, and the curtain 
being raised, a man inthe uniform of a prison 
guard was shown to have taken the piace of the 
convict. . 

This was but half the illusion. The guard was 
released from the cage, and the curtain again 
drawn, Then the convict was placed in the 
second cage, and the professor's pistol was 
again brought into play. The first cage was 
then hauled upward from the stage by means of 
a pulley line, the curtains drawn, and there was 
the convict, seated in his original position, 
while the second cage,in which he had been 
placed, was found to be empty.

Naturaliy, as he was in search of farm hands, 
he turned toward the market gardens of York- 
ville and Harlem, and not in the direction of 
the lower part of the city, where, possibly, 
some oue had told him it would be hard work to 
lind men who cared to labor on farms. 

At Third Avenue and Fifty-seventh Street he 
met Cornelius Fitzpatriok, thirty-three years 
old, a laborer living at 250 East Sixty-fitth 
Street. They had some drinks together and 
then took a walkin Fifty-seventh Street. Fitz- 
patrick, says McElligot, suddenly snatched his 
ten-dollar silver watch and ran off. McElligot 
found his way to the Sixty-seventh Street Po- 
lice Station and gave a description of his new 
acquaintance. Monday night Fitzpatrick was 
arrested, and in the Yorkville Police Court yes- 
terday he was held in $1,000 to answer to a 
charge of larceny, while McElligot was dis- 
gusted by being sent to the House of Detention. 
Fitzpatrick says he he!ped McEliigot, who was 
intoxicated, find an address he was looking’ for, 
but denies that he took the watch.

All His Worldly Goods Were Swept Away 
by the Cyclone. 





Missionary J. P. Lane of the American Sun- 
day School Union, Who is situated at Norman, 
Oklahoma Territory, under date of April 28, 


writes as follows concerning the recent cyclone 
in that section to Secretary Bancroft or the 
union in this city: 

“*In haste [send youaline further about the aw- 
ful cyclone of the 25th. Itis simply beyond descrip- 
tion. Hardly a house ia leftin its track. On my 
claim ny house, furnitore, and all in it were swept 
away. We found one piece of a qnilt, one piece of a 
coat, one teacup, aad some knives and forks. Of the 
house we found, perhaps, 50 cents’ worth of pieces 
of plank. Ali told, there was gathered up nearly one 
dollar's worth of fragments. 

** But, worse still, I had a short time ago sold my 
property in town, a8 the law requires me toemove on 
my claim ina few weeks or lose it, and, having no 
dector within less than ten miles, I had built a 
house and rented itte adoctor. Not ons piece of 
plank is ieft of the house, and Iam in debt for part 
of thelumber. How I am to get a house I can't tell. 
coum remain here for a while, but I would iose my 
claim. 

“My only chance now is to get a tent or have a 
dug-out made. Iam thankful we were away and es- 
caped with our lives, but the land was strewn with 
the dead and dying. Our church was swept away, 
and we stood beside the scene of destruction and 
buried the dead and went sadly to cure for the 
wounded and dying. 

“My loss is about $1,000. I must hurry away to 
help care for the suffering. 

“Help is being sent in from a distance. Would it 
be right to ask our Sunday-schooi friepids and con- 
tributors to help me build again! If you think 6o, 
will you kindly write to them for me! Pray for us.”

ALBANY, May 9.—The last statement 
written by Carlyle W. Harris has been re- 
ceived at the Department of State Prisons. 


It is as follows: 

* Notification has been brought me that Gov. 
Flower has refused to interfere with the execu- 
tion of the sentence of the lower court in my 
case. 

“Evidence has come to light that my wife 
was for years before her death addicted to the 
mse (or misuse) of the drug from an overdose 
of which ehe died. [am sentenced to death 
upon the supposition that I substituted a cap- 
gule containing five grains of morphine for one 

f the harmless capsules I presoribed for her 
‘ten days before her death. 

“Now it is self-evident to any one having 
knowledge of medicine that no one addicted to 
morphine could be murdered with five grains of 
xzhat drug, because for such a person five grains 
rwould not be ea fatal dose. 

' “Upon this fact was based my motion for a 
retrial, which Recorder Smyth dented, and later 
any plea for Executive interference. 

*Ip recognition of this last plea a Commis- 
sioner was appointed to investigate the cred- 
ability of the witnesses who had volunteered 
‘testimony as to my wife's habit. Their eyidence 
remained unshaken, and, though the prosecu- 
tion attempted a rebuttal, they did not dare to 

roduce in open court the witnesses whose affi- 
ove were the most important of those on 
whioh Recorder Smyth denied my motion for re- 
trial. LI refer to Eunice Rockwell, Rachel Cook- 
gon, Dr. Treverton, and Dr. Hand, who is their 
attidavits forswore the testimony given on my 
trial, as I have shown, and to Dilworth Choate. 

“Hence it was established before the Gov- 
ernor’s Commissioner by the testimony of Dr. 
Kinmouth, Dr. Woolman, Miss Jackson, Miss 
Waddell, and others, that my wife purchased 
morphine frequently and that she foolishly used 
it te quiet neuralgic pain. It ie not claimed, and 
mever has been, that my wife willfully destroyed 
herself, for she was beloved and happy. But 
the fatal mistakes of those who self-administer 
mo we are matters of record all over the 
wor : 

“ When charges of murder were first preferred 
a@cainst me I! delivered myself at once into cus- 
tody, demanding an investigation. Again, on 
the 20th of April last, although under sentence 
ot death. I refused to take advantage of an op- 

rtunity to escape. As to this last matter, 

cee Murphy and Hulze and other prison 
efficiais will bear me ont. 

‘Bo how is it thatin a case where so many 
facts and the entire behavior of the defendant 
all invite Exeoutive clemency, together with 
the petition of over 50,000 citizens, among them 
many who are prowinent in the natioual esteem, 
such clemency should be denied! Because the 
action of the court was not justified by the facts 
in the case, and hence public outeory must be 
silenced by a seeming justification of the court 
outside of the facts. Where there was no doubt 
of chilt Gov. Flower has not hesitated to inter- 
Tere, as in the case of James Minnaugh about a 
year ago; butin that case the facts justified 
the court, and there was no Reoorder Smyth 
clamoring to be upheld. Carlyle Harris living 
would be a daily menace to the career of Smyth, 
Wellman, and others. Dead, he will soon be 
forgotten and the affairs may go on as before. 

There is an idea in the minds of many that 
atthe time of my wife's death I desired mar- 
riage with some other woman. Such as person 
has never been found, nor does she exist. It is 
my misfortune that I have been prosecuted by 
libel and innuendo through the columns of the 
press rather than by means of witnesses in 
court. 

“Idesire in this utterance to express my 
great thanks to those members of my jury who 
have bravely deciared that had they known of 
the pewly-found evidence at the timeof my 
trial they would have uitted me. And yet I 
beg that the witnesses who did not bring for- 
ward their knowledge until too late will not >. 
braid themselves. I have for them no thought 
of blame. Individually they did not realize the 
payee of what they knew, nor could they 

expected to. 

“‘ Alao to those many friends who have labored 
so diligently to bring the truth to light I send 
my thanks; that they are in my thought at such 
@ time as this is an earnest of my gratitude. It 
bas been reported in the —— that dur- 
ing my stay here in Sing Sing ave scoffed at 
the devotions of my fellow-prisoners and in- 
fulged in irreverent jokes. This is cruelly 
false. I still enjoy the hopes of my childhood’s 
faith and believe that I shall not be misjudged 
through all eternity. 

“The Governor states that he has been finally 
convinced of my guilt by the aflidavits of 
Eunice Rockwell and Rachel Cookson. These 
affidavits are identical as to phrase and were 
evidently both dictated by the same person. It 
is my honest belief that they were signed un- 
read, for on the trial Miss Cookson gave testi- 
mony that directly conflicts with her later 
affidavit, and the District Attorney did not dare 
to bring any of these witnesses before the Com- 
missioner and submit their statements to cross- 
examination. 

“ No one had so many reasons, all sentiment 
@r love aside, for desiring my wife to live ae I 
had. She would have brought me money and 
professional success; she would have graced 
my home, and had I known of her sad habit it 
would have been my happiness to shield and 
eure her. 

“IT have now to die; the manner of my death 
is of small moment to me. I have waited pa- 
tiently so long as there was the remotest chance 
of obtaining justice, refusing to run away even 
when under sentence of death. 

**May God in mercy bless and guard those I 
leave behind and give them peace. 

“ And now, face to face with the greatest mys- 
tery known to man, knowing that no conoeal- 
ment or untruth ean mitigate my end, I do sol- 
emnly declare that lam innocent of the crime 
for which I am condemned to die. 

“TI beg that those who think or speak or 
write of me in years to come will do so as kindly 
gs they can, not forgetting that, when much 
proof of my innocence was found, it was inhu- 
manly thrust aside. CARLYLE HARRIS.

Harris placed upon ber son’s breast the afli- 
davit of Crawford Mason, the juror who swore 
that he would not have voted for a conviction 
had he heard the testimony of Dr. Hugh S. Kin- 
mouth of Asbury Park, who testified that he 
201d Helen Potts morphine.

Hearing on Their Writ of Habeas Corpus 
Postponed Until To-Day. 


Eugene and Jeanne Leroux, who are charged 
with the grand larceny of the valuabie jewelry 
found by the Williamsburg police, were before 
Judge Cullen yesterday morning in the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, who sat in Special Term to 
bear the arguments on the writ of habeas cor- 
pus sworn out in the prisoners’ behalf. District 
Attorney Ridgway asked that the hearing be 
continued and the Judge allowed the request, 
naming 10 o’elock this morning as the time for 
the hearing to go on. 

Mr. Didesheim, on whose information certain 
ofthe jewelry has been identified as property 
sold to Volikringer, a Paris jeweler, called upon 
District Attorney Ridgway yesterday, and told 
this story in the presence of a NEW-YORK TIMES 
reporter: 

* My father and I are in partnership as watch 
manufacturers at Chaux-fde-Fonds, Switzer- 
land. We have dealt with Vollkrivger for some 
years, and his credit has always been first-rate. 
In February last we sent him ten gold watches 
on approval. He selected four,/and returned 
the whole ten, ordering us to pay duty and re- 
turn the four ordered to him to Paris. This we 
did, and he sent us two promissory notes in 
payment, which become due in June and July 
respectively. 

* Before I left Europe our Paris agent wrote 
informing us that Volikringer had absconded 
from Paris with a woman otner than his wife. 
Mrs. Vollkringer told our agent the whole story, 
and oried bitterly about the affair. Although it 
is possible that Volikringer will pay the notes 
when they become due, it is improbable. I 
have consulted a lawyer, and I shall bring a 
civil suitatonce and attach the three watches.” 

District Attorney Ridgway doesn’t think the 
police have a strong case against the prisoners. 

*T shall use my best endeavors,” he said yes- 
terday, “‘to keep the police in possession of 
this jewelry and money untilthe owners have 
every chance to recover the same, but we may 
not be able to hold the prisoners. I think, how- 
ever, that we shail Dave sufficient evidence on 
Friday to justify a further continuance.” 

Lawyer Towns of the counsel for the defense 
says that the police have no case. ’ 

* Those people,” said he, “ have told the same 
story right through the piece. Mme. Leroux 
has alwayseaid that Flamment and Volikringer 
were one and that be gave them the jewelry to 
do as they liked with. But the police have yet 
to prove that the jewelry was stolen and that 
my unfortunate fents stole it. Why, they 
have only shown that Vollkringer has obtained 
those goods in the usual couree of trade and 
that they were given to my clients. The police 
have no right to them. They will find them- 
selves tangled up in a big lawsuit before they 
get through.” 

“How about your statement made in court, 
that the police had treated your clients in- 
humanly?” was asked. 

** Well, sothey did,” replied the lawyer; ‘‘ they 
kept all three prisoners for forty-eight hours 
without either food or drink. They were tor- 
tured. All the money they had in the world 
was taken from them; they were separated and 
locked up on a groundless charge, which cannot 
erne! be proved.” 

Another watch belonging to Mr. Didesheim 
was found at Brickheimer’s pawnshop yestor- 
day. It was numbered 3007, which was one of 
the numbers cabled from Switzerland. 

Geisheimer, the wine merchant, is still miss- 
ing. The police wish him to know tbat they do 
not want to arrest him, but just to questiom 
him and try and get him to clear up the matter. 
All sides are of opinion that Geisheimer was in- 
trusted with some of the jewelry by Leroux, 
and that he has appropriated it te himself and 
left the State. 

The police are indignant at an insinuation 
made by Jacob Mortch, the jeweler who was 
first aeaploges by them to make an inventory 
and valuation of the goods, that they had 
probably substituted paste for the loose dia- 
monds. 

“Itis alla matter of petty spite,” said Capt 
Short to a New- YoOuK TIMES reporter yesterday. 
‘The fact of the matter is that Morton is an- 
noyed that he couldn’t handle the jewels as he 
Mxed. He wasthe man who told us the val- 
uables were worth at least $80,000, and on his 
say-80 we named that amount in our complaint 
against the prisoners. Superintendent Camp- 
bell instructed me to get a complete inventory 
and appraisement made, with a fuil description 
of each article in detail. I employed Mortoch 
because I thought he was 8 gvod judge and 
would carry out our ideas. But he wanted to 
do it his own way. 

“Agl saw thatthe job would take him about 
two weeks by the slow way in which he pro- 

ressed, I called in Charlies Kalbow of 207 

roadway, New-York. Mortch got angry at 
this yesterday and left in a vadtempsr and 
bas not returned. Now he charges us with 
having substituted false stones for real. 

“My detectives are above suspicion. They 
were born and raised a in this preeinot, and 
their characters and, I hope, my own are too 
well known to be much injured ‘by the jealous 
and unfounded statements of a man like 
Mortcb.” 


PEWER SALOONS, LARGER FEBS. 


Licensed Drinking Places Decrease and 
Are Better Distributed. 





Excise Commissioners Andrews, Holme, and 
Dalton have made their report to Mayor Gilroy 
for the fiscal year which ended May 30. 

According to their books the total number of 
places where the law allows New-Yorkers to in- 
duige in etimulants is 7,783. Of these, 231 are 
hotels; 6,654 are licensed to dispense liquors, 
wines, ale, or beer; 270 are restaurants, and 
638 are licensed to sell ale and beer only. 

The number of places which are licensed to 
sell strong or spirtuous liquors, wines, ales, 


er beer, not to be drunk on the premises, is 
,408. 

Notwithstanding the rapid increase of the 
city’s population, the Commissioners say, the 
number of licensed drinking places has shown 
a marked decrease during the last six years. 
The percentage of licenses per 1,000 inhabit- 
ante, which in 1887 was 7.27, at present is only 
4.32, or, including hotels and restaurants, one 
licensed place to every 232 inhabitants. This 
decrease impels the Commissioners “ to assume 
that there is now not more than one city where 
there are less drinking places licensed in pro- 
portion to population than in the City of New- 
York.” 

The cause of the decrease, says the report, is 
the excellent working of the rule passed by 
the board in 1887, in which it declared that no 
licenses would be issued beyond the number 
then in operation, and that a new place could 
not be licensed until an old one was closed. & 

This rule does not apply to hotels or to res- 
taurapts, and, when that fact is considered, 
there seems to be something remarkable in the 
statement that there are in Now-York to-day 
233 less drinking places licensed, including ho- 
tele and restaurants, than there were six years 
ago. 
As aresult of the policy of allowing no now 
saloon to open until an old one is closed, the 
licensed places are gradually being distributed 
over a larger aud conatantly-increasing area, 
and during the laet six years the number of 
liquor stores in certain districts has been de- 
creased one-half. 

Below Fourteenth Street there is one licensed 
drinking place to every 180 of population, 
while above that street there is one to every 284 
of population. 

The decrease in the number of saloons has 
not decreased the revenues, the amount received 
for licenses last year being $1,569,525, an ex- 
cess of $65,995 over the receipts of the previous 

ear. 

Gratitude is expressed to the Legislature for 
the number of recommendations embodied in 
laws. Among these are: The provision permit- 
ting the widow or heirs of a deceased licensee 
to carry on the business during the term 
for which the license was issued; the abolli- 
tion of the requirement that a licensee 
must be a resident of athe county; the 
permission to issue more than one license to 
the same person or persons, and to issue a li- 
cense to the members of a firm jointly; the pro- 
vision that & licensee may, if permitted by the 
Board of Excise, assign his license to another 
person, and the provision for all-night licenses, 
such as those held by the Madison Square Gar- 
den and the Lenox Lyceum, the only places so 
licensed at the present time. 





For Violating the Game Law.

CHICAGO, May 9.—Wheat to-day lacked the vigor 
and bull energy which distinguished it yesterday. It 
had important stimulus, but at the same time there 
were developments which counted decidedly against 
the price. The Iliinols crop report was sensationally 
bad, showing immense destruction of the Winter 
wheat, the area being only 1,460,000 acres, against 
1,760,000 acres last year, and the condition only 7v, 
against 90 ayear ago, and the statisticians ficured 
Out that the promise was fur only about 47 per cent. 
of last year’s yield. Michigan dispatches were also 
very unfavorable, and this, taken in consideration 


with the Kansas report made yesterday and similar 
get Heng advices from Missouri, was regarded as very

but to offset this came reports of generous rains 
in France and Austro-Hungary, immense shipments 
from the Baltic pers. and some halting and hesita- 
tion in cables. ‘There waa also heavy realizing, Cud- 
ahy being a free seller and promptly meeting about 
allthe demand. Egleston and some foreign houses 
sold liberally. The failure of the Chemical National, 
reported in the morning papers, also had some effect 
in checking the bull euthosiasm. The Vienna and 
Australian failures also cut some figure. Pardridge 
seemed to be a big buyer through brokers, and it is 
thought that his short line has been greatly reduced 
during the last few days. About noon Sohwartz & 
Dupee gota special cable saying that, while rain 
had fallen in France, it had come too late to do much 
good, and that French country markets were higher 
and prices improved some.
